PDRY SECRETARY GENERAL RECEIVES PALESTINIAN OFFICIALS

[Text] Brother ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad, secretary general of the Central Committee 
and chairman of the Presidium of the People's Supreme Assembly and of the Council 
of Ministers, at noon today received in his office at the Central Committee 
secretariat brothers Abu ‘Ali Mustafa, assistant secretary general of the Popular

It is also regarded as a sincere fruit of the leaderships of the three 
countries and it will have a positive influence on peace and security in the Red 
Sea and Indian Ocean region. He added: The treaty will constitute a great boost 
for the pan-Arab front for steadfastness and confrontation and reinforce its [word 
indistinct] and capabilities to confront American imperialism and its allies in 
the region. 

















Brother Nadim Abd al-Samad said this treaty is regarded as a great achievement 
and it (?recorded) a very important historic event in the march of the Arab and 
African liberation struggle.

Our views have always been identical, and this is the fruit of perpetual 
confidence and agreement between the leaders of both countries. On the cultural 
level, results have always been very good, particularly on the level of spiritual 
values, because we are an Islamic country and the kingdom is the cradle of Islam. 
He added: Our country attaches great significance to spiritual values in general 
and to Islamic civilization in particular and also to the Arab language, which has 
been the medium of this civilization. 


On the economic level, the Senegalese president lauded the continued assistance 
the kingdom is giving Senegal.

COMMENTS ON URANIUM AGREEMENT

[Excerpts] Mauritanian Mines and Energy Minister Mohamed Moktar Ould Zamel has 
disclosed the presence of a plan that is being implemented through an agreement 
between Mauritanian and Iraq to extract uranium in Mauritania. Ina statement to 
AL-WATAN he declared Mauritania's readiness to meet the needs of any Arab country 
for uranium when production begins--according to experts--within the next 3 years. 
He also said that Mauritania is also cooperating with Kuwait in geological research. 
He said that there is close cooperation between Mauritania and Iraq in carrying 

out research and special studies on the exploitation of uranium, in accordance with 
a cooperation agreement between the two countries concluded in May 1981 prior to 
the bombing of the Iraqi nuclear reactor. He said that an Iraqi geological team 
visited Mauritania after the reactor was bombed, as part of a regular program to 
exchange visits by ministries involved in cooperation in the field of mining 
between the two countries. 


He said that the production of nuclear energy in Mauritania to replace oil requires 
several conditions, the most important of which is the availability of financial 
resources and the mastering of complex technology. He said that for these reasons 
no plan has been drawn up in Mauritania so far for the production of nuclear energy. 
He said that such a plan should be viewed within the framework of cooperation with 
friendly or fraternal countries that meet the above-mentioned conditions. He 

said that we are still discussing the appropriate framework for the best method to 
cooperate in geological research with Iraq, Kuwait and the Arab mining company. 

He declared Mauritania's readiness to supply any Arab country with uranium once 
production begins. 


The Mauritanian mines and energy minister said that there is wide scope for coopera- 
tion between the two countries in the field of exploration for oil or other minerals. 
He declared Mauritania's support for the oil-producing countries in their confronta- 
tion with the industrial countries. He said Mauritania advocates the maintenance 

of current oil prices because they are close to the real value of oil. He said 

that this is one of OPEC's gains, particularly as the beneficiaries are Arab and 
Muslim countries.

MUSCAT RADIO REPLIES TO PDRY CHAIRMAN'S PRESS INTERVIEW

[Text] In his statements to two Kuwaiti papers, AL-SIYASAH and [name indistinct], 
"Ali Nasir Muhammad, head of the regime in Southern Yemen, claimed that the Aden 
treaty signed on 19 August by Libya, Ethiopia and Southern Yemen constitutes 
neither a new alliance nor a threat in anyway to the security of the Arabian 
peninsula; its aim is rather to bolster the Arab causes, particularly the Palestinian 
cause. It is a source of strength for the Arabs to face what he called imperialist 
and Zionist conspiracies. In the context of the declarations on dangers arising 
out of the treaty between Southern Yemen and the USSR, he expresses doubts over 

the Gulf Cooperation Council [GCC] and claims that the Sultanate of Oman’s member- 
ship of the GCC raises doubts about the aims of this council. At the time when 

the GCC was veing formed he also said that none of the member-states would enjoy 
stability. 


To begin with we must concede that what the head of the regime in Southern Yemen 
has been saying in this connection is not indicative of his own views nor those 

of the communist regime which he heads in Aden. In fact, what he has been saying 
is nothing but insipid repetitions of Soviet allegations following the transforma- 
tion of the Aden regime into a facade behind which Soviet colonialism hides and 
implements its suspect aims and designs in the region. 


The agent regime in Aden came to realize that it® was isolated from the Southern 
Yemen masses and that its survival and the perpetuation of its dominance over that 
Arab people depended on Soviet colonialism and the presence of the latter's forces 
in Aden. The top people of that regime realized that the Yemeni people in the 
south posed a real threat to their communist and atheistic regime and that they 
could not be safe unless they threw themselves completely into the lap of Soviet 
colonialism. Accordingly, in October 1979, they came up with the brilliant idea 
of concluding what they call a treaty of friendship and cooperation between their 
Marxist regime and the USSR. They needed that ill-starred treaty as an iron chain 
to shackle the Arab people in Southern Yemen and to confer sham legitimacy on the 
Soviet military presence there. The agent regime in Aden has turned Southern 
Yemen into a Soviet colony like a new Israel in the south of the Arabian peninsula 
to perform the task of fragmenting the Arab homeland and exporting saboteurs to 
the neighbouring countries in the Arabian peninsula. 























The USSR then wanted to expand the circles to embrace the three Marxist regimes 

of Aden, Ethiopia and Libya in an unholy alliance. The outcome was the conspiracy 
of the Soviet treaty signed in Aden on 19 August this year, by these three Marxist 
regimes, thus turning Ali Nasir Muhammad, Mengistu Haile Mariam and Mu'ammar 
al-Qadhdhafi into a gang of conspirators against the Arab-Musiim nation and its 
ongoing struggle, as well as a tool serving the Soviet expansionist strategy. 


It was perhaps Soviet concern to have its own representative participate in every 
session of the conference attended by the three Marxist regimes that representative's 
drafting of the agenda and his chairing of the Joint Committee on Foreign Policy 
that prompted the international community to look upon the treaty signed by the 
three regimes as a treaty providing for Moscow's friends to look after Soviet 
interests in the Incian Ocean and the Arab Gulf. This is an extremely important 
point which the Arab-Muslim nation ought to be aware of because it is a significant 
indication o the fact that the ill-started tripartite treaty has opened the door 
wide to Soviet expansionism and is a pretext for exacerbating tension and conflicts 
between the superpowers. This is so because the three regimes have agreed that 
Soviet advisers be attached to military units in Libya and agreed to provide the 
Soviet Navy with facilities. 





[t was this that prompted the GCC member-states to hasten to declare their condemna- 
tion of and opposition to this tripartite conspiratorial treaty when it was signed. 
Member-states of the nonaligned movement also condemned the Marxist regimes of 

Aden, Ethiopia and Libya for setting up a joint military command under Soviet 
tutelage, regarding the formation of the command as a stab in the back to the 
nonaligned movement and to its principles. 


This is one of te conspiratorial axes the USSR was eager to create in implementing 
its objectives and designs and also to promote the interests of the agent regimes 
which have tied their interests to its own. For example, in his attempts to end 
the Eritrean question which has shaken his regime and caused it much sleeplessness 
and anxiety, Merigistu Mariam of Ethiopia has turned to his allies in the Kremlin 
for help to rid himself of the Eritrean question as they did earlier in the 

Ogaden war against Somalia. It now appears that Mengistu Mariam's aim in (?joining) 
the Libya-Aden-Ethiopia axis reflects the desire of the Ethiopian regime to parti- 
cipate within the circle of Soviet interests in return for support for his measures 
to prevent the Eritrean resistance from gaining independence from Ethiopia. The 
girdle of conspiracy embracing Aden and Addis Ababa caused the Aden authorities 

to hasten to expel the representatives of the Eritrean liberation movement from 
Southern Yemen out of concern to preserve the conspiratorial relations between the 
two regimes. 


[fhe three Marxist regimes also agreed to support al-Qadhdhafi's expansionist 
policy in Africa. For their part, the Soviets would infiuence national liberation 
movements in Africa to accept al-Qadhdhafi's control over them in return for his 
financing their operations. 


Where, then, is the Arab-Muslim interest in all these suspect moves? What benefit 
do they hold for the Arab-Muslim nation, when included at the top of the list 

of items discussed by the heads of the three regimes--and this is borne out by 
reliable sources in Aden--was action against the GCC charter with the aim of 














destabilizing the member-states? The hostility of the three Marxist regimes toward 
the GCC is an extension of the Soviet attitude and an echo of Soviet hostility to 
the setting up of the council. The Soviets regard the setting up of the GCC as 

a big and important step toward (?organizing) the Gulf states" own strength. 
Developing this youthful strength will enable the states to resist any threat to 
Gulf security. This is aimed at the heart of the Soviet expansionist strategy and 
the subversive activities the USSR hopes to carry out in this vital region. 


The GCC assertion that defense of the Gulf's security is the primary concern of 

the states alone and no one else's is a categorical statement on the part of the 
member-states of the council, declaring unequivocally the rejection of any tutelage 
or external intervention, even as a pretext for their security. This naturally 
arouses Soviet concern. It also arouses the concern of its trumpets in Aden, 
Tripoli and Addis Ababa. 


It appears that the head of the Aden regime harbors deep hostility to the GCC 
because, as he himself admits, nobody consulted him when it was formed. The fact 
is that the position of the GCC states in this regard is in conformity with the 
logic and nature of the situation, inasmuch as ‘Ali Nasir Muhammad's regime in 
Aden does not represent the Yemeni people even remotely, but has separated itself 
from that Arab people and their aspirations for freedom and progress. He has sold 
his country's freedom to Soviet colonialism, which has turned Southern Yemen into 
a springboard and a center from which to threaten the Arabian peninsula. He has 
forced many Aden people to flee the hell of life under the communist regime, a 
regime that has robbed them of all vestiges of decency and imposed on them customs 
and traditions completely divorced from the tenents of Islam and from their mores 
and experience.

LIBERAL PARTY VIEWS RECENT AL-SADAT CLAMPDOWN

[Text] The General Secretariat of the Liberal Party has confirmed that the measures 
and decisions taken by the political command in order to contain the sectarian 
sedition is aimed at bringing into effect a correction which, from its viewpoint, 

is necessary in order to continue the march but without jeopardizing democracy 

or making us retreat. 


At an extraordinary meeting held yesterday morning under the chairmanship of Mustafa 
Kamil Murad, leader of the Liberal Party, the General Secretariat asserted that 

the freedom which was established by the May Revolution and which has been consoli- 
dated by experience and practice in the past 10 years cannot be undermined. The 
problems of democracy, however difficult, cannot outweigh the evils of going back 
one day to the one-party and one-opinion system from which Egypt suffered for 19 
years. 





The General Secretariat stressed the need to continue with the democratic march, 
strengthening the party system, listening to contrary opinion and discussing it 

with argument and logic, and giving contrary opinion access to the national media, 
including the newspapers and television. It asserted that public opposition 

opinion from the national media creates the opportunity to the clandestine emergence 
of incorrect views which cannot be replied to or refuted, in which case the state 
finds itself forced to counteract with measures and decisions. National unity in 
Egypt is stronger than the attempts at jeopardizing it. The Liberal Party appeals 
to the whole nation to take a cohesive and close-knit stand in the face of any 
excesses, emotional reactions, or unwise behavior. 





The Liberal Party, whose program stresses that the Islamic Shari'ah is the main 
source of legislation and which believes that Islam is the religion of worship 
as well as of relationship, supports President al-Sadat's statement that "there 
is no politics in religion and no religion in politics" because mixing religion 
with politics leads to contradictory results. 


Although the political command acted within its constitutional right in taking the 
recent measures and decisions in order to protect national unity--the right vested 

















in it in Article 74 of the Constitution--the Liberal Party was hoping that nothing 
would happen to compel the political command to use such right. The party's General 
Secretariat has no doubt that the process of investigation and trial of those taken 
into custody will be carried out within the framework of the rule of law. 


With regard to the referendum on these measures which is to be held next Thursday, 
the Liberal Party supports in principle the need to carry it out but the party 
adheres to what it has demanded in all the past referendums, namely that the 
referendum should be on each decision separately so that the answer with ‘yes' 

or 'no' should not be given to all the decisions at once.

PLOTS HATCHED BY LIBYAN PRISONER

[Text] Cairo, 10 Sep (MENA)--The state security intelligence in Alexandria has 
revealed that a Libyan agent, who has been sentenced to life imprisonment at hard 
labor and who is confined to the Alexandria prison, has been trying, for 2 months, 

to stir up alarm in several big hotels, industrial companies and Muslim and Christian 
houses of worship by sending notes from inside the prison threatening to blow up 
these institutions. 





In today's issue, AL-AHRAM says that these notes have contributed to stirring up 
sectarian sedition since the prisoner signed these notes: 'The Lions of Islam," 
"The Christian Group of God's Revenge," the Group of "Khomeyni's Fury” and the 

Egyptian Communist Party. 


The paper says these messages attacked the Egyptian regime, expressed contempt for 
it, and called for its overthrow. 


The paper adds that after checking these messages the security personnel found that 
they were written by the same person and sent from various places in the city. 
After investigations lasting 2 months, the security personnel discovered their 
source, namely: Muhammad ‘Abdah Qasim, 30, who is a Libyan agent serving a life 
sentence inside the Alexandria prison on charges of throwing explosives [presumably 
meaning a handgrenade] at the Casino Miramar in 1976. Adviser Sami al-Barbari, 

the public attorney of the Alexandria prosecution, summoned the defendant in the 
prison. To his surprise, the defendant confessed that it was he who had sent all 
of these messages. 


fhe defendant said he used to hand the messages to any visitor who happened to 
visit the prison and asked him to put them in the mail without knowing their 
contents.

ISLAMIC IMPACT ON POLITICAL AFFAIRS DISCUSSED 

World Revolution Movement 
Tehran KEYHAN INTERNATIONAL in English 23 Aug 81 pp 6 
{Interview with Hojjatoleslam Hadi Ghaffari] 


[Text] Question: Would you tell us about the effect of the Islamic Revolution of 
Iran in other countries, and also about your recent trip to Europe? 


Answer: What I am going to tell you is exactly what I've learned on this trip. 
The people of the world, excluding the oppressors, can be classified into three 
categories: the first group are the ordinary people who only care about earning 
their living and just want to live an ordinary life. They have nothing to do 

with political affairs. I remember the other day I met a Briton whom I asked if 
he knew anything about politics. He replied "no politics, no politics, long live 
beer!" 


The second stratum are ordinary Muslims. They think of Islam but regrettably they 
lack political understanding and their rulers do not allow them to enter into such 
issues. 





The third group includes the non-Islamic world of politics comprising either 
intellectuals or non-intellectuals; people who are really interested in learning 
about political affairs. Of course, there are non-Muslim freedom fighters among 
this group, like the Irish. They are now fighting to liberate themselves from the 
yoke of British colonialism and imperialisn. 


We should now see what our Islamic Revolution has done in connection with these 
three groups. In regard to the first class, the Iranian Islamic Revolution 
tries to at least provide them with the insight that life is not as simple as 
they think; that there are other issues which should be taken into consideration, 
issues like honor, freedom, poverty, oppression, and so forth. 





"We should not only think of having our food on time and then await the week-end 
to have a sunbath in the warm weather of Manchester. There are certain other 
matters which are more essential. This was the first encounter thought it is 
very weak, nonetheless it has been started, thanks be to God. 
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In the second stage, we are faced with the Muslims of the world. The rulers of 
the Islamic countries have mostly been U.S. puppets directly or have followed 
the U.S. Line indirectly. In order to preserve their oppression these rulers 
have always tried to keep the Muslims in a stiff situation, in a metamorphosized 
religion and mental colonialsim. Since these rulers are those endowed with 
authority they are doing whatever they wish. 


I believe that our revoiution has played a very significant role in this respect. 
it has inspired the hope in the nations of the world that they could do something 
and that something must be done. They should keep in mind the fact that for 
launching an effort the criterion is spiritual uprightness not power. This is 
something that our revolution has been able to convey to the world nation. 


[In a city, while abroad, I noticed a wall slogan saying, "Islam is always able to 
liberate, Iran is an example." We see that they talk about Islam as a liberating 
religion and as reference point they refer to Iran. Nevertheless, there are 
clumsy moves against the Islamic Revolution most of which are financially backed 
by the reactionary countries of the region. By so doing, the reactionary rulers 
are trying to prevent the spread of the Islamic Revolution in their own region. 


In a futile bid to consolidate the shaky pillars of their power, they have started 
propaganda warfare against the Islamic Revolution of Iran. Saudi Arabia, for 
instance, is printing a paper in London on its own and in this way, it is trying 
to inflict blows upon our movement, through publishing distorted and biased 
stories about Iran. 


Our revolution here has much to do particularly that it is in connection with the 
outside world. Our revolution is now inspiring the belief in the Muslims that 
they can rise up and they should rise up to liberate themselves from the yoke of 
the pupper regimes in the region. 


The third issue is that of the non-Muslim fighters those freedom fighters; who 

are prepared for struggle, the Western intellectuals who attempt to escape Western 
colonialism and dictatorship. In this path our revolution would show them the way 
to rise. In Ireland, I experienced this and the Irish people told me that they 
wish to Launch a revolution similar to the one made in Iran, that is, a revolution 
which would follow the ideal of 'No East, No West.' 


Of course we told them that the key to our victory was not its 'No East, No West' 
policy. The main factor that made us win was the Islamic nature of our revolution. 
They were surprised that our ideology is directly concerned with politics, 
particularly because it is a religious ideology! I remember that I was told in 
the Sinn Fein political branch office in Ireland that the important and nice thing 
in regard to our revolution was that the Ulema were its vanguard. "But the clergy 
here are not with our revolution. When we are attacked and we want to flee they 
(the clergy) close the doors of churches to us under the excuse that church has 
nothing to do with politics." 


In reply I said to them that Ulema in Iran were not only fighting along with the 
people but in fact they laid the foundation of the revolution. It was strange for 
them as to whether religion could be a factor in the movement. However, both 
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reactionary Christianity in Europe and Marxism which is also a reaction to a 
reactionary religion is separate from politics, that religion calls the people 

to kindness and cordiality. Here, the intellectuals are gradually learning 

that there is one way for salvation and that is one showed by Islam, of course, not 
the sort of Islam practiced by the reactionary leaders of the region but the 

one followed by the faithful and combatant revolutionary peoples, a pure Ismal 
without influence from the East or West. This in the West is the spark for a 

new movement, the starting point for an optimism which would hopefully end in a 
movement. This is something that Western intellectuals are gradually understanding, 
As I remember, there in Ireland one of the papers had published a prediction by a 
European years ago, that a man would come from Paris and would strengthen Islam and 
Muslims in the region, and that this would be followed by a strong movement. 


This was even welcomed there and some of their writers even wrote that "Islam 

is the only religion for Europe!! This really shows that Islam has started its 
work as a movement. Our revolution should not forget to educate nations alien 

to Islam. They should be taught culture and ideology. It is regrettable that due 
to certain reasons our propaganda means are weak. In Europe all the political 
groupings have radio stations. There are special newspapers, with special 
messages. They even want to send their papers to the parliament. But to express 
Islam we are lacking the least facilities and our enemies are very active against 
us. 


Question: How do you view the Irish problem, particularly after your trip there? 
What are the current questions, struggles and the issues of the movement in 
Ireland? 


Answer: The Irish people have embarked on a struggle that dates back 700 years. 
During the last three centuries, Britain has put all weak nations, particularly 
this country, under great pressure. Like other nations, North Ireland has been 
subjected to pressure, too. The Irish people insist that they seek independence 
and they donot want to be under the British yoke. But Britain has formally 
dispatched her soldiers there who roam about and, like a sharptoothed tiger about 
to jump on its prey, lie in wait in the public thoroughfares of Ireland. I saw 
myseli that they were hunting for people in Belfast. 


What I saw was fire, anger, aggression and the British antibomb tanks well- 
established in cities. The mercenary British soldiers wanted to control all the 
places and openings of the cities. At the same time, the Irish people who think 
that they should fight against the British, have not relinquished their struggle. 
Although our publicity is not at a low level, and despite our adamant defense of 
all nations seeking liberation, nonetheless many nations do not know that we 
support them. My recent trip to Belfast in Ireland, showed this question very 
clearly. They asked whether we defended their movement. 


When [I told them that not only us, but the leader of our revolution as well, 
support all liberation movements, they were extremely surprised. When we visited 
Kiernan Doherty's house and presented them with an enamel frame, adorned with 
Imam's photograph, they were surprised to see a religious leader supporting 

their revolution. That was because they were witnessing their own clergymen 
supporting reaction, not revolutionary movements, and were shutting them off 
from the churches. 
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During the two and half hours we were attending Kiernan Doherty's funeral at the 
church, the priest was making the holy wine, the so-called Christ's blood and 
bottling it. He did not breathe a word about politics or say that they had died 
as the result of a hunger strike. His sermon revolved round Christ, the wine 
and so forth. When they heard that we, as the people's deputies in Parliament, 
supported their struggles, they were surprised. 


Of course, the British tailed us step by step everywhere. When we reached Belfast, 
they kept us waiting. They arrested and imprisoned the brother who acted as our 
guide, and who led us from Simn Fien branch to towns, and made it forbidilen for 
anyone to visit him. I think he is still in prison. They told us that they did 
not have enough budget to pay for our hotel expenses. 


They are so poor. Some anti-British imperialist countries are not prepared to 

help them, because they say that they are neither Eastern nor Western. They told 
us that it would be necessary: for us to pay food expenses ourselves. In fact, 

they are fighting under conditions of extreme poverty. One day we had lunch in 
company, with some friends from Northern Ireland. We volunteered to pay for their 
lunch but not for their wine or other drinks, saying that although alcoholic 
beverages were permissible in their religion, they were forbidden in ours, and that 
we would not touch them. 


They were surprised to see that despite our feeling of cordiality we would not 
tresspass the boundary of our religious beliefs. We explained our direction 

and attitude and said that we do only those things that are not prohibited. We 
said how it was possible that alcohol consumption could be permissible in a divine 
religion. They were surprised at this, because they considered us as political 
figures only. To this we replied, that for us, religion and politics were insepar- 
able. 


While we were attending the funderal ceremony, three helicopters were closely 
watching me and Mr Sabah Zangeneh, the Majlis deputy. A fighter plane was also 
flying overhead. At the last moments of the ceremony, the police raided, and 
started looking for the members of the secret Republican Army among the crowd of 
mourners. 


Attendance of a delegation from Iran was a source of surprise for them, particularly 
as Kiernan Doherty was a deputy from South Ireland in the British Parliament. They 
were surprised to hear that we had gone there to attend a Qods ceremony, and that 
Qods was the day for liberation of all mostaz'af people. One of them said that at 
a time when we were fighting against Iraq along 800 kilometers front, and also 
compaigning against splinter groups in the Interior, and also were grappling with 
so many difficulties, how could we deal with problems outside the country? 


We replied that it was an indication that we did not neglect world problems and 
did not consider ourselves apart from other nations, which was surprising for 
them. They wanted us to make that trip again, stating that it would strengthen 
their position against Britain. An Englishman asked in a gathering whether our 
trip to North Ireland would not amount to the interference in the internal affairs 
of Britain. We replied that we simply wanted to support a liberation movement 
that was seeking to rid itself from the yoke of British despotism. 

















World Potential of islam

[Text] Nevertheless, we must admit that these Islamic movements, by and large, did 
not achieve the major objectives that they set out to achieve. Their achievements 
have been very considerable and we must not belittle them. There is a great deal 
that we must learn from them. But there are also a great many lessens we must learn 
from their experience. And one of the lessons to which I want to refer in 
particular is that no Islamic revolution is possible in any country anywhere in the 
world following the democratic method. In fact, in my submission to you, there is 
no such thing as a democratic method of change. Democracy is an instrument of the 
Status quo. Democracy does not tolerate change beyond a narrow band of variation 
within an existing system. Democracy has a history of development in post- 
industrial Europe. During this period the tensions created by the industrial 
revolution in European societies had to be adjusted and mitigated. The landed 
aristocracy had to be defenced and allowed time to transform itself into an 
industrial aristocracy. The feudal political systen was defended against any 

major social change. Democracy was invented to serve this purpose. The same 
democratic process has been used by our political masters in Muslim countries to 
protect the feudal system there. Because there is a requirement to follow the 
method of shura in Islam, Muslim thinkers have fallen into the trap of thinking 
that this western democracy, this European democracy, was somehow the model of 
shura, a method of consultation that Allah enjoined upon us. They completely 
failed to understand the social, economic and political conditions that gave rise 
to this particular political system which we know by the name of democracy. The 
true nature of democracy completely deceived the Muslim thinkers who recommended 
that we or the Islamic movement itself should follow a democratic process. The 
moment you accept the democratic process you accept the legitimacy of the 

existing system as one which can be worked according to some of the rules of that 
very system; you lose your independence and become a prisoner of the existing 
system. Once that happens, all the doors are closed against the Islamic movement. 
This we have seen happening in the Sudan and in Pakistan. In Iran, on the other 
hand, the Islamic movement has achieved an enormous success, a success which 

could not have been even dreamt of only a few short months ago. The success 
achieved by the Islamic movement in Iran was due to a very simple expedient--the 
total and relentless opposition of the system prevailing in Iran. No compromise 
was made. The finger of accusation was pointed by the Islamic movement at the Shah 
and his system and this finger remaine’ pointed regardless of what forces were 
thrown against it. The whole system we; challenged and all its corruption was 
exposed. The masses of Iran erupted, revolted like one man, because despite all 
the so-called modernisation of Iran, the people of Iran are Muslims, their 
political culture is Islamic, their values are Islamic. By teaching somebody 
English you do not change his political culture. By putting him in trousers you 
do not change his political culture. This has been proved in Iran. It has also 
been proved that no matter how westernised the student body of Iran, of Tehran, of 
the universities of Iran, once the leadership offered the alternative and the 
credibility that is essential for a leadership, the people of Iran, the modern 
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sector, the westernised sector, left the existing regime and joined the Islamic 
movement of Iran. This is one of the greatest events in the whole history of 
Islam. People who have been divide’ into these two groups, the traditional sector 
and the modern sector, came together. Their coming together was never predicted 
by the political science of the west. This is what has caused the greatest 
bewilderment among the western political scientists: that they cannot understand 
how these people, who had been ‘civilised’ by their education, could follow this 
"bearded mullah." The fact of the matter is that these are not two people. 

Simply because they wear different clothes, simply because they have been put 
through two different traditions of education, of knowledge, they have not become 
two different people. The coming together of the traditional sector and the 
modern sector produces an unbeatable combination in terms of political, social and 
economic force in any society. My hope is that the model that Iran today represents 
of an [slamic movement challenging, defeating an existing system is a model which 
will be repeated all over the Muslim world within the next few years. 





rhe regimes that surround Iran will be falling like nine-pins in a very short time, 
insha'Allah. But pushing a regime over is only half the story. The other half of 
the story is of picking up the pieces and rebuilding. In the last two hundred 
years we have lived though a hurricane of history blowing through our countries. 
Everything good has been destroyed except the will and the spirit of our people. 

We now have an enormously important job to do in rebuilding our socieites as they 
go through the revolutionary process one after another. This is where I want to 
draw your attention to the present situation in Iran. It is imperative for the 
revolutionary government and leadership in Iran that they should challenge and 
defeat all the remnants of the old system within Iran and their agents outside 
Iran. Let no one feel weak-kneed about it being un-Islamic to hold hostages and 

so on. Please remember that this Revolution is an Islamic Revolution. Once you 
accept that, your support for this Revolution cannot be conditional. You have to 
leave it to the leadership of that Revolution to decide what action is necessary 

to protect and promote that Revolution. You and I do not have the option, the 
choice, of sitting in judgement on that Revolution and that leadership. We must 
support that leadership and that Revolution in its totality without any reservation 
and without any weakness on our part. Weakness on our part is what our enemies are 
looking for, both inside and outside Iran. From outside Iran we can help this 
Revolution, we can give this Revolution our full support in every possible way 
that the Revolution might need and desire. We must not be seen to waver in our 
support of the Revolution. 


We hope, insha'Allah, that the Islamic movement in the rest of the Muslim world 
will soon readjust, draw the obvious lessons, and a new Islamic movement will 
arise in the image of Iran. 


Thus, the state of the Muslim world in the year 1400 is one of grim darkness, 
broken only by a flash of light in Iran. But this flash of light is strong enough 
for us to see the future that lies ahead, that can lie ahead, if only we can 

rise above our petty self-interests and pool our intellectual, spiritual and 
material resources in the pursuit of the collective goals of the Ummah. But the 
collective goals of the Ummah need to be articulated. The present situation is 
that the generation to which I belong is the worst generation ever to grow up 
among Muslims. We are people who misled the Ummah, in the name of nationalism, 
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in the name of capitalism, in the name of this -ism and that-ism. We tried to mix 
Islam with capitalism, nationalism, and with socialism. We are the people who 
have totally failed. We have nothing to show for it. But those of you who are 
in your twenties, you have a chance to take up this challenge of history and 
rebuild our society, to forget the bad dream of the colonial and the neo-colonial 
periods. The so-called leaders of solidarity, the so-called charismatic leaders, 
the nationalist leaders, the ‘fathers’ of the nation, the great parties that 
brought our countries to ‘independence,’ they were all products of a very low 
period in our history. Having realised what these so-called great people and the 
great parties were and are, we have the responsibility of producing something 
better in their place for the future. 





Within the Ummah today there are Muslims in such countries as Pakistan, Bangladesh, 
Indonesia, Eritrea and the Philippines who are starving. You have other countries 
where they do not know what to do with their money except to put it in American 
banks, eventually to lose it altogether. We have all this and yet there is still 
plenty of oil where the other oil came from. It is not oil that makes history, 

it is the human material that makes the difference. We have seen that no amount 
of fire power that America and its agents could bring to bear could defeat the 
islamic movement in Iran. No amount of fire power that France could bring to bear 
could defeat the Algerians.

emotions” and "cultural poverty" as well as the existence of feudal lords, "Khans" 
and dependent "personalities." 


The SAVAK (members of the shah's secret police), the fugitive members of the shah's 
army and the gang of the defunct Salarjaf, all led by the shah's Lieutenant- 
General Palizban, formed a sinister front against the young regime of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran. 


Supported by the alient powers including the mercenary regime in Iraq and with 
collaboration from the political cliques of the region, they launched local raids 
on the outposts and military columns stationed at the border strip. They tried to 
fan the flame of internal discords and create rifts between the Shi'ite and Sunni 
Muslims. 


They took captive, tortured and martyred the self-sacrificing members of the 
Construction Jihad in order to prevent the development and construction of the 
region... Inu this way they prepared grounds to weaken the rule of the Islamic 
Republic of Iran in the western region, for the invasion of foreign troops. 


From the very early days after the victory of the Islamic Revolution in Iran, 

the West and the East-inclined groups floundered to sow discords within the 
government of the Islamic kepublic as well as within the various people and 

tribes of Iran. By taking advantage of ethnic differences and raising the question 
of dialects, dress, sects, and so on, they tried to weaken the pillars of the 
Islamic Republic. 


But the closed-hearted are not aware of the fact that Islam, according to the 
following verse of Quran, invites all varying groups of people toward piety 

under the shadow of brotherhood, equality and cooperation: "O you men! Surely 
We have created you of a male and a female, and made you tribes and families that 
you may know each other; surely the most honorable of you with Allah is the one 
among you most careful (of his duty). (Quran, Surah Hujurat: 13) 


Islam tries to familiarize various people and nations with the cultures of each 
other, and the variety of the people of every country from the view point of 
Islam is like a garden which has many different flowers. 


Fortunately, in the course of the war imposed on Iran by the Iraqi regime, in 
spite of the poisonous propaganda launched by the enemy and its internal 

agents, the valiant tribesmen of western Iran, inspite of cultural differences, 
1re fighting together against the enemy in order to safeguard the achievements of 
the Islamic Revolution and expel the aggressors from the soil of their Islamic 
homeland: As the Imam of Ummat (people) said, "War is war, and the honor and 
dignity of our religion and homeland depend on these struggles." 


With the beginning of the imposed war, a large part of the winter pastures of 
the "Guran" and "Gholkhani" tribes as well as the "Jigiran" and "Dasht-e Mish" 
deserts, the Gilan-e Gharb, were occupied by the Ba'athist mercenaries. 


As we know the war broke out when the cattle were migrating to the winter 
pastures, in September 1980.

Most of them are 
burned and even the farming products which are the fruit of the round-the-clock 
activities of the youths from the Construction Jihad, have become the prey of the 
Iraqi/American enemies fire. 


Most of the members of the Mobilization of the uppressed, stationed at the 

western fronts, and thousands of the Muslim tribesmen are combatting the 
unbelievers in the various fronts of Marivan, Sanandaj, Jamyaran, Nowsud, Ravansar, 
Kharajian, Kivian, Sar-e Pol-e Zahab, Gilan-e Gharb, Sumar, Kerend, etc. 


Although these tribes speak in various tongues such as "Lor," "Lak," ‘Jaf," 
"Kurdish," ect., and notwithstanding that under the reign of the former regime, 
some of tnese tribes had hostilities with each other and sometimes they had clashes 
which even ended in plundering and killing, now these various tribes and people 
have become unified as a result of the Islamic Revolution and are fighting the 
Iraqi aggressors together. 


The heroic tribesmen as of May 16, 1981 have offered sixty-five martyrs *o the 
glorious caravan of the martyrs of Islam. May their names and efforts last 
forever. 


In addition, 72 of them have been wounded in the war and seven others have been 
captured by the Iragi invaders. 


Although these tribesmen follow various sects such as Shi'ism, Sunnite and 
Ahle-Hagh, (and this is what the enemies try to take advantage of) with their 
round-the-clock efforts, under the auspices of the Islamic Revolution, and with 
the cooperation of other Muslim soidiers are isolating the enemies in all war 
fronts. 


High Morale 


The tribesmen are symbols of self-sacrifice and resistance. Their unlimited 
bravery and devotion not only prevented the enemy from advancing a step forward 
since the first half of Mehr, 1359 (Oct. 1, 1980), but the invading troops have 
been forced to retreat. Particularly in the first weeks of the war, the enemy 

was faced with a power emanated from the heart of the oppressed masses: something 
he had never taken into account in his military equaticas and calculations. 


The « mbatant Muslim tribesmen of Gilan-e Gharb forced the Iraqi troops to retreat 
with heavy casualties and they even advanced into the heart of the enemy. 


They changed the town to a strong fortress. The burnt wreckage of the enemy 's 
military vehicles and tanks in the region of Gilan-e Gharb show the strength 
of the blows the Iraqi Ba'athist regime has received from the popular Iranian 


forces. 


The tribesmen enjoy a very high morale and their hearts overflow with faith in 
God, love for the Imam and the Islamic Republic. They are in perfect readiness 
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for military operations and no fear can penetrate their hearts in the face of the 
enemy. 


Among these brothers are seen individuals of various ages ranging from 15 year 
old boys to old men aged between 70 and 80. In short, these mobilized forces 
are a powerful arm for the Revolution. 


The tribesmen have voluntarily come to the battlefield and have enthusiastically 
welcomed martyrdom. They have not come to the fronts for rank or position, but 
they have set out on a way the aim of which is victory over atheism and liberating 
the occupied regions. They follow this aim with hearts enlightened by faith. It 
makes no difference for them either if they be crushed under the Iraqi tanks or 
their bodies remain for months on the peaks of Bazi Deraz. The branch of Islamic 
Revolutionary Guards Corps (IRGC) in Kermanshahan (Western Iran) has set up many 
bases in the region in order to mobilize the Muslim tribesmen, enroll them and 
dispatch the volunteers to the war zones. 7 


fhe presence of the tribesmen in the fronts is considered a strong dam against 
the surprise attacks of the enemy, such that the enemy has not managed to make 
any advances. 


The volunteer tribesmen, having risen from the midst of the deprived masses, and 
proceed to the war fronts in groups with the deep feeling they have for the 
Islamic homeland. 


At the beginning of the war when the military potential of the IRGC was still 
limited, the presence of the tribesmen in the fronts with their arms had a special 
importance. On the other hand, they had no need to undergo instructions how to 
use "Berno" and "M1" guns. 


The various seminars of tribes which are held occasionally in the western region, 
not only encourage the tribesmen's morale, but also prepare grounds to further 
dispatch them to the fronts. 


In this way, the tribesmen from different tribes become familiar with the tongues, 
customs and morality of each other, the walls of fear and obscurity collapse, and 
the imaginary border which have been inherited from the past are eliminated. 


Even those groups which tried to separate the Kurds from the Islamic homeland 
under the guise of nationalistic and chauvinistic slogans such as "Pan Kurdism," 
had to retreat in the face of the active and constant presence of the tribesmen 
on the scene. 


In addition, the tribesmen have an urgent need in this region for securtiy, because 
the mercenary armed bandits and invaders who have been prevented from smuggling, 
theft and plundering are now causing troubles for the people of the region. 
However, the valiant tribesmen do not accept dependence and expel the bandits with 
the help of the IRGC. 


In conclusion, the organic, constant and sincere relations between the IRGC 
and the tribesmen of the region has raised their confidence in the IRGC. 
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Now, the tribesmen not only supply manpower to the IRGC, but also by presenting 
their own arms to this foundaticn and taking proper licenses from the IRGC to 
keep the arms, their confidence has increased to such an extent that for instance 
at the last Friday of the year 1359, when the IRGC decided that the tribesmen 
take part in a march without their arms, they readily delivered 2,000 guns of 
theirs to the IRGC end after the march they received them back.

IDEQLOGICAL STANDS BECOMING MORE STRIDENT

[text] The very essence of global oppressive forces, a host of plots hatched by 
them and their domestic agents, during the course of nearly 18 years that have 
passed since the inception of Iran's Islamic movement, coupled with their ugly 
performance, all go to indicate that the Islamic Revolution of Iran, which was 
thought by them that would fall an easy prey to them, has proved to be otherwise. 
The revolutionary reasoning, the tactic of taking the enemy by surprise, and also 
the Islamic awareness demand that the revolutionary Muslims in Iran as well as 
the numberless supporters of Islam in the world should every moment, at every 
step, and with every move, remain completely cautious of tk craps that are being 
laid in their way. In the same way as it is an acknowledged truth that the anti- 
revolutionary elements act in a continuous sequence, this cautioning principle 
should also hold that the genuine revolutionary Muslim forces, too, should under- 
take their surprise or pre-emptive moves in such a collective manner that the 


anti-revolutionaries are entrapped by them irrespective of their existence any- 
where. 


Presently, the anti-revolutionary spectrum is composed of the superpowers and 
their regional and domestic associates in different forms and garbs. The United 
States, similar to a bloodthirsty wolf greedily preying upon an innocent lamb 
represented by the Islamic Revolution, is, in itself, masterminding all the 
subversive plots that have taken place since the inception of the initial victory 
of this revolution, In the pursuit of its filthy designs, it takes advantage of 
even the trifle of an opportunity to inflict a blow upon the Islamic Revolution. 
Furthermore, if we bypass all such subservient mercenaries of America in the 
region as the treacherous Sadat and some of the reactionary Arab heads of state, 
then we come to note that the Palestine-occupying Zionist regime poses the 
greatest danger to the Islamic Revolution. The enmity of the usurper Israel is 
not only due to the fact that it no more receive’ even a single drop of crude 
from Iran, and that not even a single commodity .rom that country is imported 
into [ran, but the fright of the Tel Aviv regime mostly originates from the fact 
that the Islamic Revolution of Iran doesn't consider the struggle against 
oppression separate from the one against Zionism, 
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The murderous leaders in Tel Aviv know it well that no sooner the armed forces of 
the Islamic Republic of Iran find themselves at ease from the Lraqi-imposed war, 
than America and Saddam Takriti should prepare themselves for receiving blows 
from [slamic militarymen who consider the liberation of Jerusalem and return of 
the homeless Palestinians to their enemy-usurped homeland as one of the most 
important objectives of the Islamic Revolution of Iran. 


There also exist the domestic enemies of the Islamic Revolution whom we mention 
here only to affirm our recognition of them rather than from the viewpoint of 
the danger that they present to the Islamic Revolution. It might perhaps seem 
a surprise to some people that we don't speak here of the puppet Iraqi regime 
which has launched an open and blatant aggression against the Islamic Republic. 
Of course it is perfectly true that at present, the regime of Saddam Hossein is 
posing the worst face-to-face danger to the Islamic Revolution, but it is also 
true, at the same time, that Saddam hasn't embarked on launching an attack 
against our Islamic state merely on his own accord. Therefore, since Islam has 
endowed us with a revolutionary outlook, we would probe into the root-cause of 
these issues. We thoroughly believe that the aggressive Iraqi forces have 
resorted to such an action upon the orders of America and with the approval of 
Israel, Perhaps there might be some individuals who could accuse us of making 
a hollow talk without having duly investigated the matter. To them, we would 
like to present just one out of a thousand arguments since there isn't sufficient 
time at our disposal to mention them all together. 


When Israeli warplanes bombed the Iraqi atomic reactor at Tamouz, Saddam began 

to make much clamour alleging that his regime was the most dangerous enemy of 
Israel, and that was the reason why Baghdad was attacked by the Tel Aviv regime. 
He went so far in this propaganda campaign as to claim that the map of the Tamouz 
installations was supplied to Israel by Iran. However, when the issue figured at 
the United Nations, there suddenly emerged Sa'adoun Hammadi on the scene in New 
York, and met with Kirkpatrick, the U.S. Representative at the United Nations. 


After the mutual agreement ot the two countries, a resolution was issued by the 
U.N. Security Council whose implementation was neither approved nor vetoed by 
America. Immediately afterwards, the U.S. Representative at the United Nations 
told the Voice of America in an interview that "this resolution safeguarded 
American interests in the Middle East, apart from preserving the U.S. prestige." 
In other words, had Iraq not submitted to the American conditions, the United 
States would have been compelled to veto the resolution. Such an act would 

have once again explicitly shown that America, as in the past, continued to be 
inimical towards the Muslim nations, especially the Arab Muslims in the Middle 
East. Ironically enough, the submissive attitude of the Baghdad regime culminated 
in the fact that America, according to comments of its representative at the 
United Nations, had the gratification of "seeing its interests safeguarded in 
the Middle East." 


Nevertheless, we hold the belief that Saddam, with his regime, is a puppet agent. 
If the case was really anything other than this, then why should the French 
colonialists and the British plunderers supply weapons and equip the army of 
Saddam on purpose? Does anyone of the big powers in the West agree to extend 
military aid, without any attached strings, to a country without the beneficiary 
ensuring its unlawful interests there? 
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[In the light of the reasoning given above, it can be said that the enemies of the 
[slamic Revolution have bent themselves upon hitting the Islamic Revolution of 

Lran from several directions and by all possible venues. The basic question now 

to be. asked is: What harm does this Revolution bring to the superpowers that they, 
and especially the world-devouring America, are utilizing all of their vast 
resources for victimizing it? Of course, while putting forth chis question, we 

are fully aware that anti-revolutionary nature is basically representative of the 
plunderous American regime. We will answer this question in our tomorrow's

The Muslim masses of the world, whether those who 
brought about this unique movement in Iran, or those who 

















faithfully supported its motives from the remote comers of 
the world witnessed how the untiring leader of this 
movement, Imam Khomeini, had launched an ant-

America in 1962. At that time, Imam warmed the 
Muslims of the ever increasing dangers of the Qods 
occupying regime and courageously announced amidst 
that tense atmosphere of suppression that “Israel must be 
destroyed”.

In Ramadhan of that year, Imam announced the last 
Friday of that month to be the universal Day of Qods as a 
gesture of support for not only the: Palestinians but all 
downtrodden nations struggling for their liberation. 
Finally, this wholehearted support for Palestine among the 
Muslim people and the internal media even led to the 
decision to delete the word “Israel” from all news reports 
and analysis and replace it with the phrase. “Qods 
occupying regime”.

For this reason 
they, on orders of their masters, carefully fooled simpleminded 
youth, gathered various ammunitions and arms, prepared well 
concealed hideouts and waited for the signals to come. When 
the liberal pro-Amencan line of Banisadr and his advocates 
was exposed by the guidelines of Imam and the vigilance of the 
Ummah, Amenca decided for the total eradication of the 
“incompanible, radical, uncompromising, and fundamentalist’ 
Islamic establishment. It ordered terrorist splinter groups to 
attack, kill and provoke a wave of terror among the people, 
under the guise of being guerrillas, but of course, not realizing 
that guerrillas can survive among the people only when they are 
supported and welcomed by the masses. 














To counter this novel offensive, Imam Khomeini whose 
measures and guidelines always rest upon the infallible power 
and unity of the Muslim ummah, urged the nation to form a 36 
million strong intelligence network, the most efficient and 
popular method of purging and cleansing a society from withim. 
Imam even went ahead and presented a method which he 
deemed best for the establishment of this network. He asked 
every family to scrutinize the activities of its members and urged 
every family to keep an eye on the neighboring houses and what 
went on in them, in terms of counterrevolutionary activities. 

The experience of the post-revolution period in general has 
shown that the Republic is in urgent need of some form off 
information netwark which would prevent foreign infiltration, 
espionage and plotting against the Islamic homeland. The 
principles which Imam put forth served as the most pertinent 
materialization of this theory. In only a few weeks hundreds of 
terrorist hideouts were reported to security forces. The Muslim 
nation actively responded to the call of Imam, mothers like that 
of Tariq ol Eslam, (who reported her son because of his 
counterrevolutionary acts) created a legend to show that the tie 
between a Muslim and God is stronger than even the strongest 
material ties, and realizing the calls of the Quran thar: “You 
shall not find a people who believe in Allah and the hereafter 
befriending those who act in opposition to Allah and His 
Apostle, even though they were their (own) fathers or sons or 
their brothers or kinsfolk”’ (Quran Sura Mujadilah, 21) 


As this revolutionary measure proceeded in wiping out the 
last remnants of the imperialist agents, counterrevolutionary 
socienes being defeated with their final card, along with their 
dependent spokesmen, alleged that Imam had urged people to 
spy on each other, an action strictly prohibited by Islamic rules. 
Atheists and enemies of Islam are ostensibly more concerned 
about Islam than the Muslims. Although it was clear that 
Imam referred to spying only in the case of activities directed 
against Islam and not spying into the affairs of others for 
personal gains or pleasure, which is a form of social corruption 
and is prohibited by Islam, the counterrevolutionanes uselessly 
mied to infer what they wished from their false logic.

Islamic Solidarity for Deprived 


The beginning of the seventh century coincides 
with the appearance of Islam in the Arabian Penin- 
sula. Being taught by Islam, the Arabs who till then, 
had the most meager of civilizations gradually 
became the catalytic force in this area of the world. 
The lofty Islamic principles which are based on the 
equality and brotherhood of all human beings, 
regardless of race, nationality, sex and social status, 
and its denial of all manifestations of domination, 
coupled with the welcoming of the deprived and 
oppressed masses soon established a united and 
powerful nation (ummah), from scattered and weak 
peoples, that no power could resist. In a relatively 
short time, this united Islamic front succeeded in 
defeating the then superpowers i.e. the Persian and 
Roman Empires and began to rule a large part of the 
known world. The rapid Islamic development into an 
extensive territory including most parts of Asia, 
Africa and Europe was unprecedented. During the 
first few centuries, this new nation advanced all 
branches of science, arts, literature, agriculture, 
industry, business and politics and brought cbout a 
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brilliant civilization unheard of in the annals of 
history. The apex of ascent of Islamic civilization 
coincides with the climax of European decline. This 
very Europe passed the dark years of the Middle Age 
in those days, politically and culturally far behind the 
Islamic civilization in the manner that Third World 
countries nowadays are lagging behind the Western 
powers. . 


The temptation of regaining the glory of Kome and 
Greece, and becoming profound again in the realm 
of cultural and political power, coupled with the 
thought of defeating the Islamic greatness, encour- 
aged Europe to invade Islamic Empire. And thus, 
the Crusades began to achieve the above aims by 
outwardly forcing Jerusalem from the hands,of the 
Muslims. These wars continued for several centuries. 
The Crusades did not result in what Europe desired 
but caused it to get familiar with the new features of 
this civilization by getting in touch with the Muslims 


and their progressive culture. 


Europe was defeated and exhausted in the 
Crusades. It was surrounded by Islamic states and 
threatened from the east, south and southwest and as 
@ result was obliged to maintain its integrity in a few 
remaining countries on the north side of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. This experience awakened them and 
they conspired against the danger of Islam desper- 
ately and incessantly. 


Lacking for an ally to help defeat the Muslims, the 
appealed to the idolator tribesmen of the 
northeast of the Islamic Empire i.e. the Mongols. The 
European merchants, voyagers and explorers appa- 
rently for commerce and excursion but in fact for 
plotting against the Islamic Empire left for the 
Eastern neighborhood of the empire. It is interesting 
to note that Marco Polo and his colleagues as the 
Pope’s representatives began their expedition at this 
very time. So it is neither accidental nor astonishing 
that the Islamic territory was invaded and 
endangered from two sides, the Mongols from the 
East and the Crusaders from the West, in che 
thirteenth and the fourteenth centuries. As a result of 
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this cowardly conspiracy the Islamic Empire gradu- 
ally lost its resistance and started its retrogression But 
inspite of these setbacks , Islam had not been 
decisively defeated. The triumph over Constantinople 
in the Middle of the fifteenth century by the Muslims 
revitalized their reputation and prestige and estab- 
lished the Onoman Empire as a formidable force. 
The West was always looking for an opportunity to 
abolish the Islamic might and solidarity quietly. 
What could weaken the body of the Islamic states 
from inside better than adding fuel to religious 
differences? 


To achieve this goal, just fifty years after Constan- 
tinople had been conquered by the Ottoman Mus- 
lims, the Safavid Dynasty officially as a Shit’ite 
government: but in fact to sabotage the Islamic unity 
and Shi'ite culture was established in Ardebil i.e. 
directly behind the Onoman Empire; the best place 
from which to plunge a dagger. 

Accordingly the Islamic nation which could best 
form a superior state by its unity and the history has 
Proved that, was disintegrated into two opposite 
empires and wasted its potential on annihilating 
itself. As an example, it is worthy to mention that in 
Chaldoran alone the blood of close to half a million 
Muslims was shed in one of the wars that took place 
between the Safavids and the Ottomans! 

During these times the West by taking advantage 
of the messy situation firmed up its position in the 
Islamic East and thus colonization found its way in 
the Islamic domain. 

The matter continues till the recent centuries when 
the West on one hand witnesses the results of its 
schemes in the Islamic states and on the other 
ascends to the heights of material progress. It is 
during these centuries that the Safavid and Onoman 
Empires are blindly engaged in destroying each 
other. The spreading of nationalistic thoughts that 
received a hearing in the Islamic states in the form of 
‘“‘Pan-Iranism,”’ “‘Pan-Turkism”, Pan-Arabism” 
etc. under the prodding of Western colonialization, 
the policy of intensifying the religious differences, 
and finally cutting the Islamic terntory into pieces 
and changing it into small, weak nation states. 
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Accordingly they have been programed against the 
idea of Islamic solidarity. 


Not only did the West swallow the weakened 
Iranian and Ottoman domains but from their worn 
oui Sones made clubs for the Western puppets to use 
at the proper time to suppress the uprisings of the 
peoples of Iraq, Egypt, Syria and Lebanon. 

Nowadays, the West, in the light of its historical 
experience has realized that if the Islamic countries 
become united, history will reverse itself and no room 
will be left for the superpowers of the West of East. 

If the glory and power of the Islamic world in the 
former centuries derived from the cultural, political, 
economical and military superiority, today the oil 
factor as the blood of industrialization has enhanced 
the power of the Muslim world. Therefore, the more 
influential the oil factor is in the existence of western 
civilization, the more plots proliferate to disintegrate 
the Islamic countries. Today, the big but disunited 
domian of Islam extends from Western Africa to 
China and from Southern Russia to the Equator. 
Taking advantage of rich natural resources, suitable 
and various conditions for agriculture and animal 
husbandry, geographical conditions and strategic 
regions, the world’s biggest oil resources and on top of 
that the population of close to one billion to provide 
the manpower, these countries can, by forming a 
united front, establish a new power and get rid of the 
Western and Eastern domination. The idea of an 
Islamic entity with the above dimensions, has 
embarassed the superpowers for many years. Having 
learned from their colonizer ancestors, world- 
devouring imperialism, carried out the policy of 
division and discord in the Islamic counties. 
Occupying Palestine and establishment of Israel in 
the heart of Islamic countries as the good son of 
imperialism was planned and based exactly on this 


As was pointed out, the plan to occupy Jerusalem 
was proposed by the colonizers centuries ago. The 
establishment of Israel could, by warming the war 
fires in the region, spoil all the potential 

and powers that would be used for self- 
sufficiency, independence and self-improvement, 


























In addition, by actionalizing 
the Islamic counties, the West (led by the U.S. and 
Britain) could practically prevent the Islamic unity 
from being born. Considering all the potential they 
have, as long as the Islamic countries are ated, 
politically, and economically from each other, they 
are very sweet fruits for America, the heir of all 
and criminals of all ages. Whereas the 
solidarity of these countries would end their helpless- 
ness under the laws of imperialism and zionism. 
Historical evidence, the power of Isiam as a rich 
ideology for improving human beings and the mate- 
rial potentialities of Islamic countries have inspired 
the Islamic intellectuals and thinkers during this 
century to emphasize the necessaity of the formation 
of a united Islamic front. Seyyed Jamaladdin 
Assadabadi one of the front runners of the recon- 
struction of religious thought movement, in the last 
century, warned the Muslims that the Crusading 
spirit was still alive and active in the Christian west 
and especially in England.

that the Zionist settlers were firmly entrenched said: 
“The Crusades i:ave now ended.” 


Fighting against the superpowers and getting out of 
the circle of domination possesses its own special 
complexities.

Revolution, has nevet taken the role played by the individuals 
as “absolute”. As such, the existence or otherwise of an 
|, dividual, howsoever extraordinarily important his existence 
might be, is not going to have any adverse effect upon the 
overall movement and the specific direction of the Islamic 
Revolution, since the Revolution is reliant upon the Islamic 
school of thought, and the Islamic ideology has been so 
throughout the span of 14 hundred years of its history. 

The progress of Islam has. at hard times, been kneaded with 
the philosophy of martyrdom, and martyrdom, in itself, has 
activated the Islamic society like a fresh wave. Many a historic 
example is indicative of this reality, and its most prominent 
specimen is now being observed by us in the course of the 
Islamic Revolution of Iran. The revolutionary movement of the 
Iranian people reached its peak exactly at a time when the 
criminal America ventured to engage in massacring the inno- 
cent people at a vast level. The all-out massacre of September 
Sth of 1978, that later came to be known as the “Black Friday”, 
in fact, infused new blood in the viens of the Islamic society of 
Iran that dynamized the whole nation which eventually 
realized the revolution.

In order to make our dear reader more familiar with the lives, 
efforts and sacrifice of Iran’s Martyred President Mohammad 
Ali Raja’i and Martyred Prime Minister of the Islamic Republic 
of Iran Dr. Bahonar, we will here give a brief account of their 
life history. Martyred Mohammad Ali Raja’i was born in the 
city of Ghazvin, 250 kilometers west of Tehran, in 1933. He 
Joined the Iranian Air Force at the age of 16 where he completed 
his education to become a schoolteacher.

His Islamic and revolutionary insight prompted him to weed 
out the SA VAK-associated elements from the Education Minis- 
try. At that time, Raja’i decisively declared that “Islam must 
govern all the schools in the country otherwise they will become 
cancerous for the revolution”. He was elected to the Islamic 
Consultative Assembly in March of 1980, and was named as 
Prime Minister five months later. He accepted this post as a 
religious duty. Finally, the revolutionary line became victorious

were held for the second time in Iran, he was elected as the 
President of the Islamic Republic of Iran by an absolute 
majority of votes. The martyred Raja’i, whose foreign policy 
was based on the principle of “Neither East, Nor West”, 
succeeded in realizing this slogan. He was finally martyred the 
other day by the agents of American imperialism in the bomb 
explosion that took place in the Prime Ministry Building. 

The second top personality that was martyred in Sunday’s 
mishap was Dr. Mohammad Javad Bahonar, the Prime 
Minister of the Islamic Republic of Iran. Hojjatoleslam Baho- 
nar was born in a simple and deprived family in the aiy of 
Kerman in 1933.

[Text] Since its establishment the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
OPEC, has been, for various political considerations and reasons, an issue of 
strict concern for imperialist countries. This organization which has great 
potential for an independent and non-aligned orientation due to its particular 
configuration has always been a prey of imperialist attacks. 


OPEC is one of the very few international organizations composed of Third World 
countries, which has an effective weapon; oil at hand. Hence imperialism has 
constantly sought to deprive this organization of an independent stance and to 
influence certain factions within it to serve its particular interests. Inter- 
national oil cartels intimately engaged in looting and plundering the oil resources 
of Third World countries today have exercised an effective control over Third 
World economy systems, directing them to serve their interests best. This 
domination has never of course been limited to the sphere of economies, but in 
order to reach its economic goals, oil cartels control world information and 
propagation centers and influence political decisions to the level of leadership 
in Third World countries. 


As the oppressed countries of the world have come to an awakening concerning their 
affairs, and particularly following the Islamic Revolution of Iran, imperialism 
has felt more threatened by the political use of oil as a weapon by these 

nations against imperialist attacks. Hence it has proceeded to adopt various 
measures that would reduce the threats facing its interests. Primarily it has 
begun a propaganda campaign for diminishing the importance and value of oil 

in the peoples’ eyes and the general opinion of the world. Along with its 
propaganda campaign, American through its agents in the region and through various 
political and economic tactics has managed to create an artificial oil glut or 
surplus in the oil market. It has done this primarily hoping to weaken the 
uncompromising stance of countries like Iran, Libya and Algeria so they will 

be forced to lower their price demands in OPEC. Exercising the influence it 

has on certain elements of OPEC who submit to any imperialist appeal, America 
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has succeeded in forming a conservative faction representing its interest in the 
OPEC. 


Among these elements Saudi Arabia has played the most distinctive role. Following 
the firm position of Libya, Nigeria and Algeria against lowering oil prices and 
decreasing production and particularly after the Iraqi aggression on Iran which 
resulted in a decrease in their oil productions, Saudi Arabia increased its 
production to 10.3 million barrels per day comprising 45 percent of OPEC's oil 
production and lowered its prices to as much as $32 per barrel, while most 

other OPEC members have been selling at an official price of between $36-41 per 
barrel. This was one of the major factors causing the present artificial oil glut. 


This has caused extreme delight for the West and its powerful oil cartels. The 
Arab Report and Memo Magazine of Beirut confirm this fact by reporting recently 
that oil companies, including Exxon, Texaco, Socal and Mobil are undercutting 

by $4 to $8 barrel high priced OPEC crude oil due to surplus Saudi oil that they 
have been storing afloat. 


Reports from the recent OPEC sessions in Vienna indicate that despite an almost 
unanimous price increase demand in OPEC, Saudi Arabia refused to lower its 
production or increase its prices. 


It is very regretful that at a time when Muslim countries are under the greatest 
attacks by zionism and imperialism and at a time when the Muslims need a firm and 
uncompromising stance to safeguard Islam and to liberate Palestine from the zionist 
claws a Muslim country which is the birthplace of Islam, should adopt such loose 
and compromising attitude towards che great Satan of the century. 


Regardless of imperialist propaganda, Muslim countries must come to understand 

the vitality and importance of oil not only as a consumer fuel but a godly weapon 
given to the oppressed so that they could defend themselves against the world- 
devouring powers of the East and West. Today is a time when America strongly 
fears the revival of Islam in Muslim countries. It is a time when their interests 
are greatly threatened by the intransigent struggles of a nation like Iran and 

the firm position of those like Libya, Algeria and Syria. Today as Imam Khomeini 
stresses Muslims should not be ignorant of the plots and conspiracies of America. 


The Muslim nations must not give in to imperialists’ desires and collaborate 
with them against Muslim interests, by taking compromising positions on vital 
issues concerning oil or the issue of liberating Qods and Palestine. Friendship 
with the Satan and adherence to his leadership is condemned by Islam and the 
Muslims. Instead now is the time when regardless of nationality Muslim countries 
must form an alliance under the banner of Towhid, the Unity of God, to safeguard 
the rights of the Muslim nations. 


Search for Oil, Gas Reserves 


[Interview with Mr Heshmatollah Bozorgnia, head of Exploration and Extraction 
Office of the Oil Ministry] 


[Text] On the occasion of the seventy-third year of oil discovery in Iran, 
Mr Heshmatullah Bozorgnia, the Head of the Exploration and Extraction Office of 
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the Oil Ministry, in a press conference explained the history of the oil industry 
and the oil resources of Iran as well as activities underway in this regard. 
The following is the text of Mr Bozorgnia's speech: 


Colonialism and Oil in Iran 


The first oil well was drilled in Iran 73 years ago by d'Arcy in Masjed Solaiman 
(Southwestern Iran) and it reached oil at the depth of 360 meters. 


Of course, the Iranian people's familiarization of oil did not begin from the time 
when the first oil well was drilled. Our people utilized oil from a much earlier 
time and used it for various purposes such as taring the hulls of warships. 


One of the oil resources which was used in the past was the oil fields of Baku. 
From here oil was transported to other regions for commerce. 


If we calculate the status of oil reserves and its situation among the oil 
producing and exporting countries, the extractable reserves of Iran, according 
to up-to-date data amount to some 60 billion barrels. 


Considering its oil reserves, Iran is the fourth among the countries of the world 
after Saudi Arabia, Russia and Kuwait and it ranks second in the world in view 

of its natural gas reserves, totalling four hundred trillion cubic feet. Almost 
one tenth of the world's oil and one fifth of the world's natural gas reserves 
are in Iran. 


In comparison with big countries, we have a little less oil than Russia but the 
amount of our oil reserves exceeds twice that of the U.S. and our natural gas 
reserves are three times the natural gas reserves of the U.S. 


The sixty billion barrels of oil that we have, should it be evaluated on the basis 
of gold, taking an average of fifty dollars for each barrel (we will reach this 
level in future with regard to the ascending price system), the monetary value of 
these current resources will total a figure of about three trillion dollars. 


During the past 73 years, a large amount of our natural gas was wasted (and of 
course before its nationalization all the natural gas used to be burned up and 
wasted), and nothing was given to us in exchange. Of course this condition 
continued till the time internal consumption increased. Nonetheless, still some 
17 days of our production in a month is burned up (these figures belong to 3 years 


ago). 


Another issue which had not been taken into consideration is the fact that foreign 
companies tried to exhaust these resources as soon as possible, while excessive 
use of these resources caused the rate of extractable oil to diminish a great deal 
of oil remains in deposits which will be possible never to be extracted. 


Taking into the account the amount of natural gas which has so far been consumed 
and the amount of oil which is left in deposits, and considering the faulty 
system and the haste which has been used in extraction, we see that the money 




















the foreign oil companies have given us is even less than the oil and natural gas 
which has been wasted in the course of extraction. 


Oil and Natural Gas Resources In Iran 


During the past thirty one years, we have bored one hundred and eighteen oil wells 
the length of one of which is some two hundred and eighty-five kilometers. 


In the region of Khorasan (Northeastern Iran) which is among the most difficult 
provinces of the country to be piped fuel, we succeeded in discovering one of 

the biggest natural gas resources in the world (Pangiran Sarakhs). This resource 
by itself has a reserve of 16 trillion cubic feet of natural gas. 


The natural gas which is obtained from Sarakhs is conveyed to "Neka,"’ on the coast 


of the Caspian Sea to produce electricity and energy. 


In this instance, we can extract natural gas from this reserve for some 100 years, 
and should we calculate it according to the highest rate of production in the 
recent decade, this reserve can give us natural gas for another two-hunderd and 
fifty years. 


In addition to the Khorasan region, we have drilled nineteen gas wells, fifteen 
of which have reached natural gas so far. 


We hope to discover new reserves in this region by drilling more wells. 


And the rate of reserves we have discovered from these nineteen wells is more 
than that the figure found in Sarakhs. 


Meanwhile, in other parts of the country, exploration operations are being carried 
out. For instance in the region of "Moghan" (Northwestern Iran) eight wells have 
been bored and a remarkable quantity of oil has been discovered. 


In the central part of Iran, seventeen wells have been drilled, and the oil 
resources of "Qom" and "Alborz" as well as the "Serajeh" gas resource have been 
discovered as a result of these explorations. 


However, further research showed that unfortunately the reserve of the Alborz oil 
field is not much and it seems that complicated engineering questions such as the 
rapid changing of reserve rocks and facies exist in this regard. 


Since the victory of the Islamic Revolution, seven oil fields have been drilled 
in Southern Iran and some 14,400 meters of drilling has been carried out. 


Before the beginning of the war we also were busy drilling other wells in this 
region. This activity ceased due to the war. In the northern region, four 
exploration wells were drilled in the "Khangiran"” area and five oil wells in 
"Naftshahr" with a total depth of 20,000 meters. 
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On the whole, we will administer all phases of exploration and extraction by 
ourselves in the future. 


In view of this drilling, an Iranian company has been formed to manage all drilling 
operations. As to geology, it has been a long time since we did it by ourselves. 
Considering geophysical activities for which we used to depend on foreign companies, 
as we used to have only two vibrographic and gravity measuring associations, we 

are going to increase the number of geophysical associations so as not to have any 
need for foreign companies. Among our other plans we want to employ new Ways and 
technology in exploration for oil which is now underway in the northern region of 
Gorgan. 


As a whole, the exploration and extraction of oil in Iran should be studied in 

two parts: one in the south which was previously carried out by the "ASCO" Company, 
and the other in the rest of Iran which was managed by the National Oil Company. 
After the victory of the Revolution, the "ASCO" company was disbanded, and at the 
present time all the operations for discovering and extracting oil and natural gas 
are executed by the Oil Ministry, that is, the groups which used to work separately 
in the southern and northern regions are now working together. 


As a result of drilling seven wells after the Revolution some 350 million barrels 
of oil were discovered. Moreover, a new exploration project is underway. 


In fact, with the projects that we are carrying out, only twenty percent of the 
underground oil will be extracted, whereas today researches are being carried out 
in the world to find more advanced ways for the extraction of the remaining 
resources.

HAMMADI ON WAR WITH LRAN, SUMMIT

[Text] Baghdad, 6 Sep (INA)--Iraqi Foreign Minister Dr Sa'dun Hammadi has said 


that the Syrian Government is the only Arab government which is now supporting the 
Iranian regime in its war with Iraq. 





In a statement to the newspaper AL-THAWRAH supplement, issued on the occasion of 
the first anniversary marking the Iraqi-Iranian war, Dr Hammadi added that the 
overwhelming majority of the Arab countries support Iraq's stands. He further 
added that a development occurred to the stands of the governments which did not 
support Iraq at the beginning of the war. He described this as a positive develop- 
ment in favor of Iraq. 


He said that, among the foreign countries that have relations with Iraq, North 
Korea was the only state which chose to support the Iranian regime for material 
and selfish reasons. 


He described Iraq's relations with the Arab Gulf states as good and marked by joint 
cooperation. He said that, since the beginning of the war, Iraq has been contacting 
and coordinating with the Arab Gulf states to safeguard the region's Arabism and 
strengthen the Arab stand in the face of the dangers posed 7 the Iranian policy 

and by the colonialist states' moves in this region. 


Dr Hammadi warned the Iranian regime against exercising its old method of calling 
for a military presence of colonialist states in the region. He said that the 
Iranian regime's statements on closing the Strait of Hormuz, its attempts to attack 
the Arab states overlooking the Arab Gulf, the hostage issue and the Danish vessel's 
incident are condemned acts that attacked the big powers’ influence to the Arab 

Gulf region. 


He stressed that the Iraqi-Iranian war has led to the Iranian regime's withdrawal 
inside its borders after having known fro the first time that the policy of expansion 
is not an easy one. He said that the war has put an end to the Iranian regime's 
attempts to dominate the Arab side of the Arab Gulf under the cover of so-called 
exportation of revolution. 
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He added that Iraq will show greater interest in the Islamic Conference Organization 
in the future and said that Iraq is an active member in this organization and played 
a positive and active role in the At-Ta'if third Islamic summit conference. 


Dr Hammadi disclosed that the Iranian stand had frozen the work of the Nonaligned 
Good Offices Committee. He said that the main obstacle impeding the work of the 
mediation committees is the Iranian regime's stand which rejects peaceful solutions 
to the conflict. He indicated that Iran had received the mediation committees 

for propaganda purposes only. 


He stressed that the war would not affect the convocation of the next nonaligned 
summit conference next September. He said that Iraq had notified a large number 
of states that the preparations are going on normally to host this summit. He 
expressed the hope that the war would come to an end before this summit and said 
the continuation of the war would not affect the conference whether Iran attended 
or not. 


He said Iraq did not object to advancing the date of the 12th Arab summit conference 


and said he believed this summit would discuss three important issues: the 
Palestinian cause, the situation in southern Lebanon and the new Arab League charter.

{"Text" of Iraqi Foreign Ministry memorandum on Iranian-Israeli military coopera- 
tion--date not given] 


[Excerpts] On Saturday, 18 July 1981, an Argentine cargo plane, type (Candercy 
L-44) crashed near Yerevan in Armenia in the USSR while it was on the third of 

12 flights it was scheduled to make from Tel Aviv to Tehran to transport shipments 
of U.S.-made weapons, spare parts, ammunition, etc, from the Zionist entity to 
Iran. 


On Thursday, 20 August 1981, the U.S. television network ABC in its nightline program 
interviewed fromer Iranian President Abolhasan Bani-Sadr. Bani-Sadr confirmed 

that Israel had been selling weapons and military equipment to Iran for some 

time. He added that he personally objected to dealing with Israel and that he 

used to say at cabinet meetings that Iranians must reconcile with Iraq and not enter 
into such trade. The former Iranian president aiso stated that his efforts were 
foiled given the fear of the ruling men of religion that if peace with Iraq were 

to occur, the army would be free to topple them. Abolhasan Bani-Sadr said: What 
was strange was the purchase of weapons from Israel, which shows that the mullas 

had a strong desire to remain in power. While I was in office, the matter was 

one of an indirect purchase, and I was against it. I said chat if we had to buy 
weapons from the Israelis, then why don't we reconcile with the Iraqis? This would 
be far better. 


On Friday 28 August 1981, a Cypriot Government spokesman in Nicosia stated: The 
Argentine plane, type (Candercy L-44) flight number 224 YR, on 17 July 1981 had 
used Larnaca Airport for refuelling. Asked about the plane, the Cypriot spokesman 
said: 


1. On 11 July 1981, this plane landed in Larnaca from Tel Aviv and left for 
Tehran on the same day transporting 50 cases weighing 6,750 kg. Its pilot was 
McCafferty. 


2. On 12 July 1981, the same plane landed in Larnaca from Tehran and left for 
Tel Aviv the same day. Its pilot was (Cordero). 
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Arms cooperation between Iran and the Zionist entity was no secret which needed 

to be revealed or confirmed by former Iranian President Abolhasan Bani-Sadr. The 
importance of what Bani-Sadr has revealed, however, lies in the fact that it was 

an admission by an Iranian official whose information cannot be wrong given the 
high post he used to enjoy in Iran. His statement is irrefutable evidence unless 
there are some who can claim to have more knowledge of Iranian affiars than the 
Iranians themselves. The well-known Argentine plane incident, the statements 

by the Cypriot spokesman on its having made three trips between Tel Aviv and Tehran, 
the admission by former Iranian President Abolhasan Bani-Sadr confirming that there 
were arms deals between Iran and Israel are not the first or last evidence on the 
dimensions of the arms cooperation between the two sides. Since the first month 

of the war that Iran launched against Iraq, there have been reports of secret 
contacts, directly or indirectly, between Israeli and Iranian officials for the 
conclusion of arms deals between the Zionist entity and Iran and reports that 
[srael had in fact supplied Tehran with some of the weapons, military equipment and 
spare parts it needed. 


Information leaked to the press and other information media in the world left no 
doubt as to the existence of arms cooperation between Iran and the Zionist entity. 
{[2,000-word passage omitted on details of this cooperation as reported in Arab 
and foreign media] 


The Iraqi Foreign Ministry stresses that the military cooperation between Iran and 
the Zionist entity was no secret and not impossible for many parties both inside 
and outside our region to uncover or verify. 


fhe ministry, however, believes that the disclosure of this cooperation acquires 
special importance in that it is irrefutable evidence as to the mistake committed 
by a few who considered the previous facts on the Iranian-Zionist cooperation as 
insufficient and reveals to chem the wide gap between the claims of this regime 
and the reality of its unprincipled practices. 


Regardless of the explanations given by the friends of this regime as to their 
stand, the scandal of the arms cooperation between Tehran and Tel Aviv confronted 
them with a harsh reality in that they had not only chosen to support a foreign 
side in a war with an Arab party which had been the victim of aggression but also 
had chosen to be partners in an alliance, one of whose sides, it has become clear, 
is the Zionist entity. 


The second important fact behind the disclosure of this cooperation is to spotlight 
the U.S. concern over and attempts to keep this Iranian-Zionist cooperation covert 
and the U.S. cliams that it had no prior knowledge of it.

This act of throwing aside the veil 
has been forced upon the educators 
of Agudat Yisrael as a result of their 
party's campaign, in last week's 
coaliion talks, to obtain increased 
state funding for their educational 
instulutions, primarily for the adult 
yeshivot. 

In the talks, the Aguda represen- 
tatives told their counterparts from 
the Likud and the National 
Religious Purty that for decades 
their yeshivot have been ill-treated 
by the Treasury in comparison with 
the country’s academic, non- 
religious iastitutions of higher 
education, the universities. 

Initially, during the talks, the 


Aguda demanded that the Treasury 
increase its funding of yeshiva stu- 
dents to cover some 65 per cent of 
their cost, only a few percentage 
points below the Treasury's approx- 
imate 70 per cent subsidy of the 
country's universities. 


An internal dispute then broke 
out in Aguda ranks, with some im- 
portant figures arguing that if the 
bulk of yeshiva funding came from 
the state, demands by the state to 
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inspect and supervise these insutu- 
tions would be inevitable. So the 
Aguda was persuaded to accept the 
lower figure of 60 per cent state 
funding, as compared with the pre- 
sent funding — channelled through 
the Treasury, the Interior Ministry 
und the Ministry of Religious Af- 
fairs — which today amounts to 
some 20-25 per cent. 

Apparently, from now on govern- 
ment subsidy of the yeshivot will be 
solely channelled through the 
Treasury and will be liable to some 
sort of supervision by the State 
Comptroiler’s Office. 

In computing just how much the 
Aguda was asking for, the Treasury 
was unable to obtain any estimate of 
the per capita state funding of un- 
iversily students. 

The Council for Higher Educa- 
tion, which controls university 
budgeting, told the Finance 
Ministry that it was “impossible to 
calculate costs in that fashion.” The 
Education Ministry was not able to 
provide u figure either. 

The Treasury thus computed ar- 
tificially — using as the model a 
humanities student at Haifa Univer- 
sity, which is essentially an arts and 
social sciences instituuon — tnalt 
each university humanities student 
is subsidized at the rate of 1S15,000 
to 1$17,500 annually. 

“It is absurd to calculate student 
costs in this way,”” reacted Hebrew 
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University rector Raphael 
Mechoulam, who says that 
research, maintenance, equipment 
and other university expenses can- 
not in any way be compared to run- 
ning costs of a yeshiva, “which is 
more like a high school in this 
respect.” 

All university officials, however, 
reacting to the Aguda’s demand for 
some sort of financial parity for its 
yeshivot, quickly pointed out that 
the universities are meticulously 
supervised by the state and that 
their product — the graduates — 
are trained more often than not in 
professions and skills which are of 
material benefit to the state. 

Aguda educators, of course, 
argue that study of Talmud and 
Tora are of even greater benefit to 
“the Jewish people.” 

There are today in Israel some 
300 adult yeshivot, whose students 
(avrechim) are 18 years and above, 
with many in their thirties and even 
forties. They have a total student 
population of about 25,000. 

Of this number, some 2,000-2,500 
in 1S peshivot hesder, which have an 
arrangement with the Army where- 
by the students put in 18 months-of 
military service during a four-year 
period, the bulk of which is spent in 
the yeshiva. 

According to one Aguda source, 
seme 20 per cent of the adult 
yeshiva population, excluding 
yeshivot hesder, do IDF reserve 
duty. 

Another 20 of the 200 yeshivot 
are especially geared to hozrim 
b tshuva (newly-observant Jews). 

‘These yeshivot are especially ex- 
pensive to run,”’ one Aguda source 
said, pointing out that there is a 
teacher for every two or three 
hozrim 6 tshuva. Another source 
claimed each hozer b'tshuva costs 
the yeshiva $5,000 a year. 

No one would give me a figure for 
the total number of teachers in the 
adult yeshivot. 

But each yeshiva student costs at 
least 1S 10,000 a year, and if it is a 
boarding school, the amount is 
twice that figure. An Aguda source 
said that in the case of marned 
yeshiva students, the wife is ex- 
pected to earn extra money to sup- 
plement the meagre pocket money 
doled out by the yeshiv> itseif,. 
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But the source added that eight 
children is the usual minimum for 
each yeshiva student's family, so it 
is unlikely that the wives manage to 
earn very much in the little ume 
they may have after taking care of 
the house and family. 

Though the Aguda source denied 
it, many yeshiva student families are 
known to be registered with various 
government offices as recipients of 
State social aid. Figures for this are 
not available. 

While the state officially covers 
20 to 25 per cent of the costs of 
keeping each yeshiva student in 
food and board, and provides 
something more through the 
Ministry of Social Affairs, the rest 
inevitably comes from donations by 
Orthodox and ultra-Orthodox 
Jews living abroad who are keen on 
keeping the flame of the Tora alight 
in Israel. 

While one Aguda source said that 
‘““many or most” yeshiva students 
pay tuition, this claim is dismissed 
by the Education Ministry. 

The Aguda's effort to obtain in- 
creased state funding for its 
yeshivot has what can be called a 
““status’’ objective as well — the 
ultra-Orthodox, who for decades 
have watched and envied the 
respect accorded in Israel to the un- 
iversities, are also seeking some sort 
of *‘academic recognition” for their 
yeshivot. 


> 

' The coalition agreement with 
Aguda will apparently give the 
ultra-Orthodox educational institu- 
tions an additional 1$700m. per 
year. Some of this money will go to 
the independent stream schools and 
yeshivot for under 18-year-olds. 


In the independent stream today, 
there are 5,400 pupils in about 180 
kindergartens, 24,700 pupils in 110 
primary schools, and 10,000 pupils 
in about 75 Talmudei Torah (which 
are pnmary schools which teach 
almost exclusively Tora -studies). 
Some 7,000 male and female pupils 
Study in 42 yeshivot ketanot and high 
schools for girls. 


(These figures are apart from the 
yeshivot tichoniot, which teach both 
religious and secular subjects and 
are affiliated to the state religious 
rather than the independent stream. 
The 60 yeshivot tichoniot have 6,500 
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male pupils and 2,400 female 
pupils). 

According to Education M inistzy 
sources, the coalition agreement 
with the Aguda will end a number of 
cases in which the Aguda 
kindergartens and schools are sub- 
ject to discrimination in Treasury 
allocations. 

Aguda pre-compulsory 
kindergartens receive only 23 per 
cent of their budget from the state 
as compared with 32 per cent for 
State stream pre-compulsory 
kindergartens, the sources said. 
This means that while parents of 
pupils in Aguda pre-compulsory 
kindergartens pay the same as non- 
religious or state religious stream 
parents, the institutions must find 
other sources to make up for the 9 
per cent shortfall. 

As for the primary schools and 
Talmudei Tora, the state recognizes 
most of them as educational institu- 
tions and gives all of them the same 
proportion of subsidy as it does 
State schools. But the state does not 
properly cover the extra teaching 
ho: .s which are quite common in 
the Talmudei Tora, which often run 
until 3 and 4 p.m. 

The state, according to Education 
Ministry sources, also does not sub- 
sidize to the same extent develop- 
ment and building costs for these 
Talmudei Tora and independent 
stream kindergartens and primary 
schools as it-does in the state 
streams. 

The independent stream schools 
— apart from some of the Talmudei 
Tora which are not “recognized” in- 
stitutions — are supervised and in- 
spected by Education Ministry in- 
spectors, albeit inspectors of the 
same ideological-religious cloth as 
the teachers, schools and pupils 
they are inspecting. 

It is worth noting that the [$700 
million earmarked for the yeshivot 
will apparently go mostly towards 
the adult veshivot. But some money 
will also go to yeshivot ketanot, to 
talmudei Tora and to independent 
stream kindergartens and primary 
schools. It is stil) unclear what 
criteria will be applied in the alloca- 
tion of the funds. 

The Treasury intends to begin 
these allocations during the next 
fiscal year, from April 1982.

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POTASSIUM NITRATE PRODUCTION

[Text] Haifa Chemicals, Lid., a sub- 
sidiary of the Oil Refineries, has 
grown to become the world’s most 
important producer of potassium 
nitrate, with exports worth $68m. 
in !980. Potassium nitrate is in great 
demand as a special-purpose fer- 
tilizer, and as input in various 
chemical industry processes. 

The firm's success was largely 
made possible by the development 
of innovative solvent extraction 
processes, the result of research by 
Dr. Ruth Blumberg and Prof. 
Avraham Baniel, of the Hebrew 
University’s Casali Institute. 

Now Prof. Bamel has mvented a 
novel process for the separation and 
recovery of mineral acids from 
aqueous solutions, which will yield 
substantial savings in both energy 
consumption and cash expenditure. 

Inorganic mineral acids are very 
useful in the production of many 
chemicals, such as fertilizers. 
However, their separation from the 
final product and their recycling 
can be a costly process; in many in- 
Stances, there simply was no prac- 
tical method to accomplish this. 

Now. Prof. Baniel has developed 
a new family of solvents with a very 
wide applicability to various 
chemical industry processes. In 
countries other than Israel, rights to 
this invention have been assigned to 
a Swiss-based firm.

Ricor, a kibbutz-based research 
company specializing in super-cold 
(cryogenic) vacuum systems has 
begun work on an initial $300,000 
research project with a leading U.S. 
instrumentation company to 
produce special chambers required 
in the production of electronic 
chips. 

As the electronics revolution 
enters the age of the microchip, 
there is a growing need for in- 
creasingly sophisticated equipment 
and a special environment in which 
to build the hardware. 

Ricor, owned by kibbutz Ein 
Harod, signed a contract in May 
with Veeco Instruments of Long 
island, N_Y., for a two-year venture 
project which is expected to lead to 
joint production of cryopumps for 
the cold-surface vacuums needed to 
manufacture modern electronic cir- 
cuits. 

“We are talking of pumps that 
will be used to produce 
temperatures in the -190° to -269C 
range.’ explained Chaim Geyan, 
chief engineer at Ricor in an inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post. 

' Much in the same way as a win- 
dowshield in a cold car collects the 
humidity in the air and condenses 
water on its surface, vacuums used 


in electronic circuit production 
must have a surface cold enough to 
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collect all the gases emitted when 
the circuits are bombarded or sput- 
tered with ions. 

The electronic circuits are sput- 
tered with ions in special vacuum 
chambers and the cryopumps create 
and maintain the required super- 
low temperatures, effectively col- 
lecting gases in the environment 
such as nitrogen. 


Ricor, which specializes in 
storage tanks for liquefied gases, 
had already developed a good 
cryogenic compressor when Veeco 
became interested in a joint project, 
according to Geyari. Ricor will do 
the bulk of the research on and 
development of the new pumps, 
with Veeco concentrating more on 
marketing and distribution. Both 
companies will be involved in the 
eventual production of the pumps. 

The initial funding for the pro- 
ject, which is expected to be the 
first in a series of joint projects, is 
heing shared by the two companies 
and the Israel-United States 
Binational Industrial Research and 
Development Foundation (BIRD). 
“It appears that these compressors 
may also have a computer ap- 
plication,” explained the British- 
trained Gevari, who has been work- 


ing with the kibbutz industry since 
1949. 
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The two companies plan to work 
on the use of cryogenic vacuums in 
Josephson junctions, the minute 
angstrom-thin electrical units ex- 
pected to replace the micro-chip in 
the next decade. 

“If you coul certain metals to 
very low temperatures, they reach a 
point where they become supercon- 
ductors, and that may have an im- 
portant application in computers. 
Josephson junctions make use of 
this principle,” Gevari explained. 


Ricor, together with its parent 
company Palbam Metal Works 
which handles production, 
marketing and distribution, employs 
about 130 people, and last year had 
a $4 million turnover. Started as a 
company to produce dairy equip- 
ment for local kibbutzim in the ear- 
ly 1950s, it went on to manufacture 
kitchens for institutions, dish- 
washers, pressure pumps for the 
fruit juice industry and finally 
vacuum systems and cryogenic 
pumps for scientific use.

Abdulgader Ghoga, ranking mem- 
ber of the Popular Committee of the 
Libyan Arab Brotherhood Office 
(embassy) in Beirut, said last week 
that Libya expected a further 
escalation of American ‘‘terror’’ and 
was determined to fight it. 

In| @ private’ interview’ with 
Monday Morning shortly after last 
week's air battle between Libyan and 
American war planes off the Libyan 
coast, Ghoga declared that there was 
no international law on territorial 
waters and demanded that a law be 
enacted at the U.N. to provide each 
country with enough territorial 
waters for its protection. 

The three-mile limit on territorial 
waters which the U.S. has arbitrarily 
determined is unacceptable, Ghoga 
said, because it can be crossed by 
raiding planes ‘‘in two seconds.” 

He added. 

® Libya will not use its oil 
weapon against the U.S. alone but 
wants the entire Arab nation’s oil to 
be turned against Washington and is 
determined to either liberate Arab 
oil or burn it, because “it is better to 
burn the oil than to pour it into 
American Phantoms.” 
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@ Libya does not intend to attack 
American institutions in Beirut or 
anywhere else because “‘we are not a 
gang that preys on_ cultural 
establishments or embassies.”’ 
However, in view of Arab popular 
rage at the American provocation, 
there is no doubt that asians 
institutions are in danger. 

@ The 2,500 American nationals 
in Libya are enjoying more ‘‘peace 
and stability’’ than Americans in the 
U.S., and the fact that they have 
ignored repeated evacuation 
instructions from Washington means 
that they trust Libya more than they 
trust their own government. 

@ Libya will depend primarily on 
itself in  repulsing any future 
provocations, either from the U.S. 
itself or from ‘‘agents”’ like Egypt 
and Sudan, but it also counts on the 
support of friends like the Soviet 

Union. Libya, however, does not 

want this incident to develop into a 
confrontation between the 
superpowers that would jeopardize 
world peace. 

e The Libyan-American 
confrontation has had no negative 
effects on Tripoli’s offer to provide 























Lebanon with = an air-defense 
network. On the contrary, the 
incident should motivate Lebanon 
even more to accept Libya’s 
no-strings-attached offer, because it 
has once more demonstrated that 
American aggression can only be 
faced with force. 


Ghoga, who served as Libya's 
ambassador in Beirut in 1974-75, 
before the replacement of the 
embassy with an Arab Brotherhood 
Office, Said that America’s 
provocative act in the Gulf of Sidra 
last Wednesday appeared to have 
three aims: to “terrorize the Libyan 
Arab Jamahiriya, divert the attention 
of the Jamahiriya from its national 
duties, especially the duty of 
supporting the Palestinian Resistance 
and the Lebanese National Movement, 
and reassure America’s midget agents 
in the region that the U.S. reigns 
supreme and unchallengeable in the 
Mediterranean.’ 

Those aims were not achieved, 
however, because Libya has not been 
terrorized, will continue to support 
the Palestinian Resistance and the 
Lebanese National Movement, has 
shown everyone that it is ready to 
fignt for Arab causes regardless of 
the magnitude of the challenge ‘‘and 
will go on fighting until victory or 
martyrdom,’ Ghoga said. 


ESCALATION 


He added: ‘‘We- expect an 
escalation of American aggression 
against Libya with every escalation 
of Libya's steadfastness, but we are 
ready for any confrontation. The 
U.S. can be expected to do anything 
without exception, but we will resist 
with all our capabilities... 

“What they fail to realize is that 
the entire Libyan people is armed. 
For the first time in history, an 
entire people has been armed and 
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trained. What we have is not a 
limited regular army but an armed 
people. Our schools and factories 
have been turned into barracks, and 
our people are ready to sacrifice in 
defense of the Arab nation and its 
Causes... 

They fail to realize that Libya 
has gone beyond the stage where it 
can be subjugated. You can 
subjugate a regime, a king, 4a 
president, but you can’t subjugate a 
people and a revolution. In Libya, 
there is no longer any regime. There 
are no longer any orders from the 
summit. What we have is an armed 
people ready and able to run its own 
affairs and defend itself. That is how 
the clash over our territorial waters 
occurred while the leader of our 
revolution (Col. Moammar Qadhafi) 
was cout of the country... 

‘We in the Libyan Jamahiriya are 
reaay to do battle with any force in 
the worid. The United States may be 
the strongest power in the world, but 
strength alone is no longer enough to 
impose control on a people which 
has the will to resist. The U.S. has 
been given many examples of this on 
its long imperialistic journey; 
Vietnam was not the first example, 
and Libya will not be the last.” 

Noting that Libya had formally 
notified the U.N. Security Council, 
the Arab League Council, the Islamic 
Conference, the Movement of 
Non-Aligned Nations and _ related 
international and regional bodies of 
the American action, Ghoga said he 
did not expect the Security Council 
to meet on this affair and his 
government did not believe Libya's 
protection lay in those protests. 
“Our protection will come from our 
armed people and their will to 
fight,’” he said. 

Future American —_ aggression 
against Libya may be indirect, Ghoga 
added. 




















‘When we talk about future U.S. 
evils, we do not mean that those evils 
will necessarily be perpetrated by the 
U.S. directly. They may come at the 
hands of its agents in the region, its 
satellite regimes, including the 
regime of President (Anwar) Sadat in 
Egypt and the regime of President 
(Jaafar) Numairy in Sudan. What we 
expect from America we expect 
from its tools, and our preparation 
to resist the US. are also 
preparations to resist its agents, be 
they in Egypt or in Sudan.” 

Referring to recent U.S. news 
reports about a Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) plan for the 
assassination of Col. Qadhafi, Ghoga 
said there was no doubt about the 
accuracy of the news item since it 
appeared in American publications 
and not in the anti-American press. 

The CIA's assassination plot only 
confirmed that Washington was still 
laboring under the impressio 
by challenging Libya it was figl 
man and not a people, he said. .... 
as if the U.S. is saying that Moammar 
Uadhafi is the only thing standing 
be tween America and the 
subjugation of the Libyan people. 
What makes Moammar Qadhafi what 
he is today is his people and their 
love for him. An attack on him, far 
from sapping our will, will make us 
all the more determined to fight.”’

But if the U.S. attempts to 
assassinate the Libyan leader, Ghoga 
added, ‘| can only refer you to the 
issued by the Free 
Officers: if an assassination is 
attempted, God forbid, we will 
resort to proper commando action 
and the sword of the US. will be 
turned against it. The entire Libyan 
people will be turned into fedayeen, 


communique 
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and they will make the U.S. realize, 
in its own land, just what destruction 
means.” 

The Libyan diplomat called on 
“the people of the Arab nation” to 
“rise aS one man and strike at 
American interests in our Arab 
homeland, primarily oil, since oil is 
what gives the U.S. and its agents the 
ability to move against us.”’ 

Asked whether Libya had plans 
for imminent action against US 
interests in the Middie East, Ghoga 
said: ““That depends entirely on the 
U.S. We are not aggressors. Our 
people are peaceable people. Our 
planes are not flying off the coast of 
New York. We are simply reacting to 
American aggression. |t is our hope 
that the causes of this conflict will 
disappear so that the conflict can 
end, but we are determined to fight 
America as long as America fights us. 
We care for the American people and 
wish them well, but we also care for 
our right to 4 free, dignified life and 
our right to development. For those 
rights, we will fight, because we have 
no other choice. If anyone can show 
us another way to repulse American 
aggression, we will welcome it, but 
there is no other way that we can see 
and there appears to be little chance 
that the U.S. will change its ways.” 

Ghoga added: ‘The U.S. is called 
upon to review its accounts in this 
region and reconsider its relations 
with the Arab nation. It is called 
upon to weigh its interests in the 
Arab world against its interests in 
Israel. We urge it to put a stop to its 
constant aggression and escalation 
against the Arab _sliberation 
movement. Otherwise, we have no 
choice but to fight American 
presence and interests everywhere. 
This is a popular decision in Libya 
and not the decision of the Libyan 
authorities, because there are no 
Libyan authorities.” 




















Expressing satisfaction with the 
sha-p reaction of the Arab people to 
the American attack on Libyan 
planes and with the reaction of the 
Arab Steadfastness and 
Confrontation Front, which has 
Gemanded that all fleets leave the 
Mediterranean, Ghoga said: ‘We 
have many demands to put to the 
Arabs, but unfortunately, the Arab 
peopie themselves cannot meet those 
demands.

Asked if Libya intended to impose 
a unilateral oil boycott on the U.S., 
the Libyan diplomat said that Arab 
oil ‘‘cannot be divided.” 

Noting that it was Libya that led 
the Arab oi! countries’ fight against 
the control of foreign oil companies 
in the seventies, Ghoga said: ‘We 
consider our wealth as a people to be 
the oil of the Arabs from the Ocean 
to the Gulf, and not the oil of Libya 
alone. The question you are asking 


supports the goals of the Americans, 
who want to divide Arab oil into 
Libyan oil, Algerian oil, Saudi oil, 
and so on, so that they can deal with 
each oil-producing country 
separately, placing each country 
‘under siege,” so to speak, when it 
challenges the U.S. 

‘We believe that the oi! in Saudi 
Arabia does not belong to anyone in 
Saudi Arabia, and that no one in 
Saudi Arabia has the right to use 
that oi! against the Arab world. We 
do not believe that any Arab 
oil-producing country owns its oil 
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and has the right to do what it 
pleases with it. The oi! of every Arab 
country belongs to the Arab nation 
and must be used to serve that 
nation’s interests. That is the 
objective of the battle we are waging 
now: the liberation of Arab oil. This 
is not a Libyan battle but an Arab 
one. 

“And | can state that if Arab oil 
does not begin to serve Arab 
interests, it is very possible that 
America’s interests — including the 
oil of Libya — will be destroyed. It is 
better to burn the oi! than to pour it 
into American Phantoms that attack 
Arab targets.” 


TERRORISM 


In view of Libya’s announced 
intention to attack §$American 
interests in the Arab world, | asked 
the Libyan diplomat whether the 
increased protection of American 
institutions in Lebanon after the 
Libyan-American incident was 
justified. 

He said: ‘’The only justification is: 
America’s desire to make the world: 
believe the American lie that the: 
Jamahiriya practices terrorism. They 
say Libya is a terroristic country 
because it supports the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, which 
America considers a_ terrorist 
organization. America, however, 
does not consider Israel, which 
launches daily attacks on civilian 
targets in Lebanon, a terrorist 
country. 


‘The Arabs have been a peaceable 
people throughout their history. The 
Arabs have never been the aggressors; 
they have only resisted aggression. 
Terrorism is aggression. Terrorism is 
American pilots coming from 
thousanas of miles across the ocean 
to challenge our sovereignty Over our 
own land; terrorism is not the act of 

















defending one’s sovereignty against 
that challenge. 

‘The Americans have asked for 
more protection for their institutions 
in Lebanon to give the world the 
impression that the people of the 
Jamahiriya are terrorists. But our 
people are people of peace. We are 
not a gang that preys on cultural 
establishments or offices or 
embassies. That is not our way. 
Assau!t and murder and destruction 
are the American way, rot ours. Our 
way is to demand that all Arab 
countries develop a serious attitude 
towards the U.S. in the light of the 
U.S. attitude towards the Arabs and 
their causes.” 

But that did not mean that U.S. 
institutions in Lebanon and elsewhere 
were safe, Ghoga qualified. 

“You may have. seen. the 
demonstrations on your way here. 
You may have noticed the rage of 
the Arab people of Lebanon. In view 
of this, the interests and presence of 
the U.S. in all the Arab world are in 
jeopardy and wil! remain so as long 
as Washington maintains its 
aggressive anti-Arab policy and 
demonstrates it. There is no doubt 
that U.S. institutions are in danger.” 

The 2,500 Americans working in 
Libya, however, are enjoying ‘more 
peace and stability than the 
Americans in the U.S. itself,"’ Ghoga 
added. “The U.S. has asked its 
citizens in Libya to leave the 
Jamahiriya several times in the past, 
but they haven't left. We are proud 
that the American people believe the 
leadership of the Jamahiriya more 
than they believe their own 
government. The Americans in Libya 
enjoy all the rights of foreign 
workers on our land. We in Libya 
need foreign expertise, and we are 
happy to see that not one American 
has left despite the calls from 
Washington. © 
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SOVIET 


Asked whether his country 
expected any support from the 
Soviet Union in its confrontation 
with the U.S., Ghoga said Libya 
relied primarily on the power of its 
own people and the Arab nation in 
general, ‘but the Soviet Union is a 
friend, and we have grown 
accustomed to its full support of the 
peoples struggling tor their liberty 
and the defense of their lands and 
achievements. We have no doubt that 
the Soviet Union, the socialist bloc 
and ail peace-loving peoples will 
stand up to the American assault. We 
have no doubt that the Soviet Union, 
a dependable friend, stands with us, 
especially now, with this new 
escalation of American aggression. 
We rely on the support and 
friendship of the Soviet Union, the 
socialist bloc and all peace-loving 
peopies, all of whom have a big role 
to play in repulsing the American 
attack.” 

However, he added, ‘‘we do not 
want the intransigence of America to 
lead to an international 
confrontation that might jeopardize 
world peace and human civilization... 
We will rely on ourselves first and 
foremost in defending our rights in 
our own lands and _ territorial 
waters.” 

As for Washington’s contention 
that Libya has no claim to more than 
three miles of territorial waters, 
Ghoga said this was an arbitrary 
American decision which was not 
internationally recognized. 

“There is no international law on 
the question of territorial waters,’’ 
he said. “‘The three-mile limit is 
nothing but American’ wishful 
thinking. We would favor and abide 
by any international law which gives 
every country enough territorial 
waters to guarantee a reasonable 
level of protection. The three miles 











whicn the U.S. calls for can be 
crossed in two seconds by attacking 
aircraft.” 

Libya has claimed 200 miles of 
territorial waters, and the Libyan 
diplomat said that his government 
had formally informed al! countries 
in the world of this. 

‘We have registered our territorial 
waters with the agencies concerned 
and many states have agreed to 
respect those boundaries,’ he said. 
‘‘In fact, most countries in the world 
support the Libyan demand for 
enough territorial waters for 
reasonable defense. We have stated 
our position, and the U.S. has stated 
its position — but it is an American 
position, not an internationa! law, 
and we are not compelled to abide 
by arbitrary American decisions. The 
U.S. coast is in no danger from the 
world’s peace-loving people, but our 
coast is threatened and needs 
protection. 

“The world has not decided on a 
three-mile limit on territorial waters. 
We demand that the subject be 
discussed at the United Nations, and 
that a law be passed to give each 
country the territorial waters it 
needs. | believe there is a tendency 
to take the matter up at the U.N., 
although Libya has made no move in 
that direction so far.”’ 


LEBANON 


The Libyan-American 
confrontation has not affected 
Libya's offer to provide Lebanon 
with an air-defense network, Ghoga 
Said. 

“On the contrary, this incident 
should have a favorable effect on the 
question of the Libyan offer,’ he 
said. ‘‘!It should convince every state 
that only force can protect it from 
the United States, which no longer 
pays any heed to international laws 
and conventions. 
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‘The target of the attack on Libya 
is not Moammaer Qadhafi or the 
Jamahiriya. |f all we cared about was 
Libya and its interests, we could 
have easily built bridges with the 
U.S., lived in peace with it and 
increased our prosperity. But what 
we are fighting for is the cause of the 
Arab nation, and we believe the 
attack on Libya, the attack on 
Fakehani (Beirut) and the attack on 
the nuclear reactor in Baghdad are all 
part of one battle — all part of the 
American attempt to subjugate the 
Arab people. This being our 
conviction, we consider’ __—ithe 
protection of Lebanon as important 
as the protection of Libya, and our 


offer of an air-defense system 
stands.” 

Lebanese officiaidom’s _ initial 
reaction, Ghoga said, was 


encouraging, ‘‘although there are 
some in the Lebanese government 
who believe that we should wait for 
a unified Arab strategy for the 
defense of Lebanon. We ourselves 
would like nothing more than a 
unified Arab strategy, but we are not 
overly optimistic that it can be 
achieved at this point. That is why 
we made the unilaterai offer to 
provide Lebanon with an air-defense 
system capable of dealing with any 
Israeli attack, and that is why we 
hope that Lebanon's final answer 
will be in the affirmative.” 

Libya, which is offering the 
air-defense network free of charge, 
has no objection to the Lebanese 
condition that the network be 
handled by the Lebanese exclusively, 
he added. 

‘There are Lebanese in the Libyan 
armed forces, and we don’t consider 
them foreigners,” he said. “If there 
are enough Lebanese to take over 
Libya's own air-defense system, we 
would like nothing better than to 














hand it over to them. Our offer to 
Lebanon is not and can never be 
conditional on the presence of 
Libyans to operate the air-defense 
system. A!i we care about is the 
protection of the Arabs, their lands 
and the Palestinian Resistance from 


israeli and American aggression, and 
we don’t care if the veople who 
handle the protection are Lebanese, 
Libyans, Yemenis or anyone eise.” 


PACT 


Ghoaa stressed the importance of 
the friendship pact between Libya, 
South Yemen and Ethiopia, which 
was signed at a summit meeting in 
Aden last week at about the same 
time as the Libyan-American air 
battle in the Guif of Sidra. 


“We are faced by a clear 
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American-lisraeli-Egyptian-Sudanese 
alliance, and ail progressive forces 
must unite to confront it,’ he said. 
‘The tripartite pact is a step in that 
direction. !t is not a new axis. What 
we are after is the development of 


one worldwide axis against 
international imperialism and its 
constant attempts to subjugate 


peoples. The more countries we can 
bring into the line of confrontation 
with international imperialism, the 
closer we draw to victory. We believe 
that the agreement signed in Aden 
this week is a triumph, and it will 
bolster the Arab Steadfastness anc 
Confrontation Front (to which 
Libya and South Yemen belong), 
since we are al! the targets of the 
same aggressor and we all share 
common goals.’’®

[Dispatch by Erich Rouleau: "Colonel al-Qadhdhafi Moves Toward Alliance With 
Moscow’ ] 


[Text] Tripoli--The decision has been taken at the highest level. Colonel 
al-Qadhdhafi, his closest comrades and the armed forces’ chiefs have agreed that 
Libya should propose signing a treaty of friendship and mutual defense with the 
USSR. The Jamahiriyah is prepared to grant "facilities," possibly bases, to the 
Soviet fleet, according to Libyan and foreign sources. This would, therefore, 
mark the end of the "positive neutralism" pursued by the Libyan Jamahiriyah since 
its installation barely 12 years ago. 


Colonel al-Qadhdhafi, for his part, resigned himself to this "agonizing change," 

on the evening of 19 August a few hours after the destruction of two of his fighter 
planes by aircraft from the 6th fleet in the Gulf of Sidra. The news, which 
reached him in al-Dali in South Yem en, both humiliated and outraged hin. 

Mr 'Ali Nasir Muhammad, president of the [People's Democratic] Republic of Yemen, 
who was dining with him, remarked: "The treaty which binds us to the USSR is not 
only no embarrassment to us but has safeguarded our independence and our territorial 
integrity." This remark did not fall on deaf ears. The aerial duel over the 
Jamahiriyah's "territorial waters"' took place the same day as the signing in Aden 
of a mutual defense treaty between Libya, South Yemen and Ethiopia. Colonel 
al-Qadhdhafi saw the "provocation" as an additional warning: The United States 

was determined to overthrow his regime. 


On 5 June the Libyan president had revealed his fears on this subject to Lebanese 
Communist Party Secretary General Georges Hawi. Two days previously the State 
Department spokesman had advocated "military aid'' for African countries which 
"want to oppose Colonel al-Qadhadhafi's adventurism." 


fhe Americans, Colonel al-Qadhdhafi pointed out to his interlocutor, had already 
established bases in two neighboring countries, Egypt and Sudan, which were massing 
troops on the Libyan and Chadian borders. At the same time Washington was seeking 
to "economically stifle" the Jamahiriyah. Colonel al-Qadhdhafi said he had docu- 
ments which proved that NATO members and some African states had been asked by 

the United States to boycott Libya or at least to cut their trade with Tripoli. 
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fhe most serious matter, the revolutionary leader went on to confide in the 
Lebanese communist leader, is that the United States had considerably reduced its 
import of Libyan "crude."" Indeed it has been confirmed that American companies 
have not renewed their purchasing contracts, forcing the Jamahiriyah to reduce 
its production from 1.6 million barrels per day to only 600,000. The estimated 
drop in income for the year from $33 to 7 billion threatens to lead to the cancella- 
tion of the new 1981-1985 5-year plan. Washington's main objective is clearly to 
neutralize the “center of international terrorism" which, in its view, the 
Jamahiriyah constitutes. Indeed the latter supports--particularly by means of 
petrodollars--a vast range of nationalist movements and leftwing parties in 
Central and South America, in Europe, Africa, Asia and particularly in the Near 
Fast. 


Colonel al-Qadhdhafi unwittingly bore out Washington's anxieties by stating in 

his speech on 1 September: "Libya is certainly negligible compared with the power 
of the United States. But it is the grain of sand which puts the machine out of 
order, the stone which prevents the kidney from working, the virus which threatens 
to paralyze the organism...." 
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A Line-up of Revolutionary Movements 


the line-up of representatives of countries and movements who took part in the 
celebration of the anniversary of the Libyan revolution on 1 September or in the 
"solidarity conference" which preceeded it, was indeed impressive: more than 

1,000 prominent people, heads of state, ministers, and political leaders came from 
85 countries to express their support for Colonel al-Qadhdhafi or their "gratitude" 
for his aid. The latter included Mr Daniel Ortega, coordinator of the Sandinist 
junta in Nicaragua, who hailed Libya as an “international center for struggle against 
imperialism and racism."" To which Colonel al-Qadhdhafi replied: "America, for 

its part, is the queen of terrorism; it terrorizes peoples who resist imperialist 
domination and who are simply seeking a place in the sun....” 


After listening to Colonel al-Qadhdhafi giving vent to his grievances against the 
United States on 5 June, the Lebanese Communist Party secretary general made him 
an unusual proposal: the signing of a defense treaty with the Marxist governments 
of South Yemen and Ethiopia, both "surrounded" by American bases (in Sudan, Somali 
and Oman) and by the 7th fleet and both "isolated" in an ocean of hostility. 

This immediately struck Colonel al-Qadhdhafi as a good idea and Mr Georges Hawi 
was entrusted with an exploratory mission. 


The coming and going between Tripoli, Aden and Addis Ababa by the communist leader 
who was accompanied by Mr Taysir Qubba-ah, a leader of the Palestine People's 
Liberation Front, and at times by South Yemen head of state Mr Nasir, took place 

in the greatest secrecy. Colonel al-Qadhdhafi's righthand man, ‘Abd al-Salam 
fallud, who visited Addis Ababa secretly initialled the text of the treaty in 
mid-July and the text took on its final form on 6 August at an equally secret 
meeting in Tripoli between the three countries’ foreign ministers. One week before, 
the American press reported a CIA plan--which the White House was to deny--to 

mount a "large-scale operation" to overthrow the Libyan regime, involving 


‘ 


Mr al-Qadhdhafi's assassination. 
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Nonetheless, the Libyan revolution leader does not regard the tripartite treaty 

as an "all-risks insurance."" In his speeches on 11 June and 1 September Colonel 
al-Qadhdhafi held out his hand to Europe and to all "progress. ve or revolutionary" 
Arab countries to face the "American threat." He reestablished diplomatic relations 
with Morocco and proposed an amicable settlement with the Saharan nationalists. 

He even restored relations with Iraq, to some extent sacrificing his preferential 
relations with Imam Khomeyni's Iran and he is now trying to effect a reconciliation 
with Saudi Arabia's royal family whom he formerly doomed to the "trash cans of 
history,’ and he hopes to reach an agreement with Saudi Arabia which would make 

it possible to cut Riyadh's oil production and consequently restore the level of 
exports of Libyan "crude." 


Overtures to France 


Colonel al-Qadhdhafi's attempt to divide Europe from the United States was, to say 
the least, clumsy, according to a fairly widespread view in diplomatic circles 

in Tripoli. His threat, although all talk, to take reprisals by bombing the 
American bases on the Mediterranean shores, thus inflicting a "nuclear disaster" 
on the old continent certainly prompted more smiles than gnashing of teeth 

among experienced observers. 


The overtures to France were less clumsy. While Colonel al-Qadhdhafi made no 
criticism of Paris in his 1 September speech, the Libyan mass media are singing 

the praises of President Mitterrand and the "socialist government." It will be 
remembered that the latter, in a goodwill gesture, has restarted work on the 
civilian and military contracts "frozen" by the previous administration last January. 


Nonetheless Colonel al-Qadhdhafi remains intransigent on the Chadian affair, which 
increased tension between Paris and Tripoli in the wake of the backing of the 
French Embassy. The embassy is now being reconstructed at the Libyan Government's 
expense. But Colonel al-Qadhdhafi continues to justify the presence of his troops 
in Chad, and maintained once again this 1 September, that his southern neighbor 

! 


constitutes a "strategic buffer zone" for Libya. However, a compromise may not be 
impossible. 


Mr Gonkouni Oueddei, president of Chad's national unity transition government, 
who is the man most concerned in this affair, and who is due to have talks with 
the French leaders in Paris in 10 days' time, does not seem to share the Libyan 
president's views. In his speech in Tripoli on 1 September, Mr Goukouni showed 
noticeable reservations: He said nothing about geopolitical interest justifying 
the presence of Libyan troops in Chad. 


Whatever the outcome of Tripoli's diplomatic offensive toward the Arabo-African 
world and toward Europe, Colonel al-Qadhdhafi is quite clearly determined to take 
his place if not inside at least alongside the socialist camp which, in his view, 
‘onstitutes the surest guarantee of the Jamahiriyah's survival. The path he is 
preparing to take is very like the one chosen by his illustrious predecessors in 
the Third World, notably Jamal ‘Abd al-Nasir and Fidel Castro whom he makes no 
secret of emulating. The change cannot have been easy for a man who portrays 
himself as the champion of the "third way," and who went co fai as to refuse to 
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allow Soviet warships to make mere courtesy visits to Libyan ports. His 1 September 
speech sounded like a bitter self-criticism: "We are being forced," he stated, 

“to form a military alliance with anybody prepared to defend us against America. 
There can be no neutralism in wartime. Neutralists would then be merely cowards 
and capitulators....For my part I think we should form an alliance with our enemy's 


enemy who will then necessarily be our friend." 





Colonel al-Qadhdhafi has not announced the decision taken secretly to immediately 
open preliminary negotiations with the USSR whose name he did not even mention 
during his 3-hour speech. He will need time--his entourage maintains--to prepare 
Libyan opinion and the Libyan armed forces for this political and ideological about- 
face. He will take action after gaining the approval of a "people's congress" 
which will be convened before the end of this year.

THE REAL problem facing Libya 
in this connection is the fact that 
the bourgeois, reactionary rem- 
nants of the old exploitative sys- 
tem, are still ensconced in high 
places within the Revoiution. This 
unfortunate fact is partly the 
result of history. After the Great 
A|-Fateh Revolution of 1969, the 
new revolutionary authority had 
more than enough on its hands, 
what with the expulsion of the 
imperialists and remaining 
colonialist settlers and the 
takeover of major capitalist con- 
cems, without launching a simul- 
taneous war on the state's own 
bureaucracy. 

In the Revolution’s early phase, 
the Revolutionary Command 
Council had to make use of the 
existing state administrative 
apparatus, to carry out its dec- 
rees and exercise its authority. 
Gradually some of these institu- 
tions changed with the times and 
became, or at least pretended to 
become ‘socialist . In fact, as time 
proved, this was a mirage as 
empty of reality as any encoun- 
tered in the desert. The whole 
basis of a revolutionary society 
consists of the revolutionary 
consciousness of the people. 
The Revolution is clearly 
threatened if that consciousness

is undermined and nothing 
undermines it more than a feeling 
which could be expressed in the 
phrase, “What's the point of 
revolution anyway? The state 
apparatus remains exactly the 
same, has the same privileges 
and behaves in the same oid 
offensive exploitative manner. 


The bourgeois ° 
‘revolutionaries’ 


This feeling that the existing 
apparatus, even the existence of 
any state apparatus, constitutes a 
compromise of the ideals which 
set Libya on its present road in 
1969, grew stronger during the 
‘seventies and led to experiments 
in poprlar democracy, finally 
realised in the establishment in 
1977 of the Jamahinya, the ‘state 
of the masses’, based on the 
tenets of Muammar Qadhafi's 
Green Book. The new system of 
power, in which the people were 
to exercise power over their lives 
directly, rather than in the indirect 
and unsatisfactory way of the 
past, had to come to terms with 
the problem of administration. 
The answer was found in the 
establishment of people's 
administrative orgais actually 
run by the people. 
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But clearly there remained the 
need to make use of those 
experts within the transformed 
administration. Wherein lies the 
problem which currently faces 
the Revolution. There remain, 
within the People’s Secretarats 
and also to a certain extent within 
the People's Committees, 
individuals whose whole outlook 
is in complete contradiction not 
necessarily with the fact of the 
Revolution, but with its spirit. 


The counter-revolutionary 
example 


Thus it is not very surprising 
that there should remain within 
these organs the remnants of the 
oki bourgeois exploitative socie- 
ty, who now dress themselves up 
as ‘revolutionanes but are, in 
fact, nothing of the sort. These 
people, in the example they set, 
particularly when residing over- 
seas, can cause the Revolution 
and its achievements untold 
damage, for their attitudes eat 
away at the heart of the Revolu- 
tion, which is the mass popular 
consciousness. Their actions 
have also caused justified res- 
entment on the part of those 
hard-working citizens in Libya 
who see their efforts nullified by 
the bourgeois selfishness of a 
few individuals in positions of 
administrative importance. 

A few examples of the kind of 
behaviour which these elements 
indulge in, will graphically 
demonstrate just how damaging 
and indeed dangerous their 
activities are. These examples 
range across the whole gamut of 
administrative functions within 
the revolutionary society, but 
tend to be concentrated in those 
areas where bourgeois elemen's 
are bound to be more concen- 
trated and find most comfort. 
Thus, key areas include the main 
Secretariats, especially those 
connected with foreign relations 
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and foreign trade, for it is clear 
that individuals whose work will 
anyway bring them into daily 
contact with bourgeois and reac- 
tionary attitudes, will be most 
likely to indulge in incipient 
psychological - counter- 
revolution. They may no longer 
be called ‘minister’ or ‘bey’ or 
‘excellency’,, but they certainly 
behave sometimes as if nothing 
had changed since the overthrow 
of the puppet monarch Idris. 

Firstly, there is a general prob- 
len which affects all those areas 
where the agents of psychologi- 
cal counter-revolution will con- 
centrate themseives. That is they 
nearly all involve the use or rather 
misuse of public funds. In 
attempting, and very often suc- 
ceeding, to misdirect public 
funds to their own benefit, the 
bourgeois reactionary elements 
are in fact squandering the 
hard-won wealth of the whole 
Libyan Jamahinya. Thus every 
apparently petty little fraud is, in 
fact, a crime against the entire 
Libyan people. 

Furthermore the general 
awareness amongst the people 
of the practice of such fraud, has 
the effect of demoralising the 
people, partially stripping them 
of their revolutionary fervour and 
qualifiying their commitment to 
the revolution’s goals. Thus we 
must face up to the greatest 
danger of the activities of the 
reactionary agents of this 
psychological counter- 
revolution: the achievements of 
the Revolution and its mass base, 
couid well be undermined and if 
this activity is not checked, ulti- 
mately destroyed. 


Squandering 


Members of the Secretariats 
who constitute this arm of inci- 
pient counter-revolution, are 
partly able to act in this way 

















because they simply ignore the 
dictate of the specific People’s 
Committees which are attached 
» the Secretariats. They dis- 
rey_'c «© recommendations of 
the Peopie s Canaress and flout 
their resolutions. they promote 
their families’ and friends 
interests, rather than those of the 
whole peopie- Examples of such 
activities unfortunately abound. 


For instance, there is the 
phenomenon of Secretaries 
spending holidays abroad and 
charging expenses to the public 
treasury. Among those who 
behave in this way is the wife of 
the ‘minister of foreign affairs’, 
who is touring Europe without 
control; and his ‘excellency, a 
member of the Genera! People’s 
Congress and members of his 
family. Such people occupy 
important positions, but we ask, 
who foots the biii? 


Then there is the phenome- 
non of sending the sons and 
daughters and relatives of 
Committee secretaries to study 
abroad, often to evade service in 
the armed forces. They are enrol- 
led in European ‘society 
schools, thereby emphasising 
their connection with the 
attitudes of the old, pre- 
revolutionary society. 


Exploiting public wealth 


Then there is the general 
attempt by the agents of 
counter-revolution to tum the 
clock back to pre-revolutionary 
days, through the exploitation of 
public wealth for their own 
interests. Such committee sec- 
retanes have intervened to pre- 
ventaction against this new form 
of exploitation and are loudest in 
demanding compensation for 


those members of _ the 
bourgeoisie who had their wealth 
expropnated. 





And what about the free spend- 
ing on tenth-grade artists, such 
as those working in night-clubs 
and bars? This may not sound 
serious but indeed it is. Often 
they are imported by artistic 
agents within the ‘revolutionary 
media’ for purposes known to all 
people. . 

Then there is the phenome- 
non of medical treatment 
abroad, at society's expense. 
Some patients are sent abroad 
without financial provision by 
some secretanes, only to De 
charged to the budgets of the 
People’s Bureaux abroad. The 
reason for this is because such 
people have relatives in ‘high 
places’ of influence, while the 
poor who need treatment die of 
‘natural causes. Dozens more 
await mercy from the ‘ministers’, 
who close doors in the faces of 
those they consider ‘scum’. 

As for the problem of domestic 
servants of all nationalities, this 
can be said to have developed 
beyond all proportion. 
Thousands of dinars are being 
spent at the Libya Palace and 
Beach Hotels on mistresses of 
certain officials in public depart- 
ments. The over-staffing of Peo- 
ples Bureaux abroad is now 
ridiculous, as they become 

crowded with assorted 
hangers-on, in one case a 
Bureau has over one hundred 
staff. Letters of appointment con- 
tinue to be issued by the Office of 
Foreign Relations, with no justifi- 
cation save the fact that so-and- 
so happens to be the relative of 
such-and-such. 





= 


Waste and excuses 


Other examples of counter- 
revolutionary misdirection 
abound. For example, Commit- 
tee secretanes have been known 
to impose projects on the Libyan 
Jamahirtya which have not been 
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approved by Basic People’s 
Congresses in their areas. The 
cost of one such project reached 
the staggering sum of sixty-four 
million dinars!! 


Then one has the phenome- 
non of some Secretariats open- 
ing offices in certain European 
countries, where large numbers 
of Libyans are empioyed on 
questionable tasks. Why are such 
offices necessary? Surely the 
People’s Bureaux are supposed 
to carry out commercial tasks ? 
They certainly have enough staff. 
Should every ‘minister be 
allowed to open-—an overseas 
office belonging to his Sec- 
retanat? 

There are thousands of Libyan 
students abroad, in a wide arc 
from the USA to Britain to the 
Philippines. They study under the 
pretext that they require particu- 
lar technical qualifications. But 
one wonders why don't we estab- 
lish technica! training institutions 
in Libya, and bring in the staff 
rquired for them? Or is this 
another way to simply enable 
people to leave the country on 
the flimsiest excuse, instead of 
staying at home and building the 
Revolution ? 


Then-there are the one-week 
English language courses 
which some officials have 
dreamed up for those who teach 
this subject at school. Is one 
week really enough to familianse 
teachers with the problems of 
language tuition, or is this simply 
yet another stratagem to enable 
people to spend holidays abroad 
at the expense of the people ? 


All these abuses and malprac- 
tices have roots which lie in the 
mentality of the old pre- 
revolutionary society. It is possi- 
ble to level charges of neglect at 
anyone. No-one is perfect. But 
there are those who commit 
these practices who are, in fact, 
misusing their position in comp- 














lete and utter violation of the 
peopie s authonty. 

What is particularly galling 
about this, is that often it is those 
who are the on-lookers who are 
charged with the compromise of 
the people's authonty and are 
blamed for the failure to put an 
end to such violations. f is not 
possible for any Libyan to now 
senously deny that these prac- 
tices take piace. What is presently 
at issue is how best to deal with 
such practices. In this connec- 
tion, the revolutionary commit- 
tees have a vital role to play, a role 
of enlightenment and guidance. 


The revolutionary committees 
were set up in 1978, a year after 
the establishment of the 
‘Jamahinya , precisely because it 
was felt that there was a need to 
provide the People’s Congresses, 
Committees and Secretanats 
with revolutionary guidance. 
That this guidance is now niore 
necessary than ever is proved by 
the accusations of grave mal- 
practices within the peopies 
organs, iternised in this article. If 
ever proof was needed of how a 
revolution can, without the res- 
training hand of a vigilant 
revolutionary force, go off the 
rails, the examples cited are it. 





The remedy 


What must be combatted 
against are attitudes, for attitudes 
breed the actions wi.ich harm the 
integrity and reputation of the 
Libyan Jamahinya. kt is abun- 
dantly clear that if revolution is to 
become a living reality in the 
hearts of all the people, then 
every opportunity must be seized 
on to prevent counter- 
revolutionary activity from 
demoralising the people. This 
can be done most easily by sim- 
ply exposing every malpractice, 
every abuse, every example of 
psychological counter- 
revolution which undermines the 
revolutions achievements. 
Through exposure, the people 
can become more aware of what 
is actually going on. It is also 
important to remember that 
simple exposure and the result- 
ing shame of those exposed, can 
have another very significant 
effect. Exposure of all these 
abuses will certainly deter many 
others from similar abuses. The 
knowledge of what happens to 
someone whose actions invite 
condemnation will prove a pow- 
erful deterrent, but if that fails, 
then there are, of course, other 
methods which the revolution 
can resort to. , 

It would of cou. 2s Sf <y.etta- 
ble if every single instance of lax- 
ity on the part of members of 
Secretariats and Committees 
had to be brought before the 


People’s Courts. But if this proves 
to be the only truly effective 
method to deal with the 
bourgeois and reactionary ten- 
dencies within society, then so be 
it In the case of the more serious 
offences against revolutionary 
morality, where the actions of 
individuals who regard them- 
selves as ‘above’ the ordinary 
people actually threaten the 
long-term survival of the Revolu- 
tion, then doubtless legal sanc- 
tions will have to be used more 
frequently. 


Legal sanctions can punish 
actual offences against law, 
exposure can humiliate those 
who indulge in malpractices, but 
possibly the best method of all 
for dealing with these adverse 
tendencies in our society is sim- 
ply eagle-eyed vigilance. If an 
atmosphere was created where it 
became clear to the incipient 
counter-revolutionanes that the 
Revolution in fact had its eyes 
open, was taking strong meas- 
ures to close the loopholes which 
allow exploitationist activity to 
take place, then all the activities 
referred to in this article would 
certainly gradually cease. We in 
the revolutionary committees, 
shall certainly do all in our power 
to raise popular vigilance and 
expose the backsliders in our 
society. lf meceasary. we shall 
continue to discuss these mai 
ters in Al-Zahf Al-Akhdar, in ful- 
filment of our historic role. 























ROLE OF REVOLUTION, QURAN IN LEGAL SYSTEM ANALYZED

GREAT IMPORTANCE has been attached bythe [hird 
Universal Theory to the problem of the statute of soci- 
ety. Equal attention has been accorded to this problem 
as has been accorded the problems of democracy, 
economics and society. The Theory’s creator, Brother 
Muammar Qadhafi, saw that solutions to other prob- 
lems facing society would be impossible without find- 
ing a solution to the problem of law. 





FREEDOM WILL be threatened 
if a society does not have an 
establisned statute made up of 
rigid laws which cannot be over- 
turned by the tool of authority. 
Because of this, there has long 
been tn the Jamahiriya an under- 
standing of the strong link 
needed between the statute of a 
society and the freedom of the 
individual. The Third Universal 
Theory sees the law of the 
Jamahiriya as being a sacred 
framework through which every 
citizen is both protected and 
made aware of his or her respon- 
sibilities to society. Law is not 
seen as being an end in itself: it is 
the living and vital expression of 
the attitudes and beliefs 
enshrined in the Revol:'tion. 


As the key to the faith of 
Libyans is to be found in the 
Islamic religion, the thinker 
Qadhafi regards religion as being 
one of the two basic sources of 
law. The other source is the norm 
of society, which today in Libya 
means the Revolution and every- 
thing it stands for. Thus the sta- 
tute of society is dependent on 
these two sources, which give it 
its meaning and its power. 

it is impossible to consider the 
statute of society without consid- 
ering the social framework within 
which it operates. Both Islam and 
the Revolution lay down that 
there are higher authorities than 
an authoritarian tool, who takes

or is given power. In Islam's case, 
that authority is the Qu’ran; in the 
revolution’s, it is the peopie. 

In modern Libya, the two are 
inseparably interlinked and, in 
recognition of this fact, the peo- 
ple deciared on March 2nd, 
1977, that henceforth the Qu'ran 
would be be regarded as the sta- 
tute of Libyan society. The peo- 
ple, the ultimate political author- 
ity in the Libyan Jamahiriya, 
accepted the wisdom of the 
Qu'ran as their guide in law, for in 
this law is contained both the 
religion and the norm of society, 
as Brother Qadhafi has main- 
taine< it should be. 




















Constitutional statute ? 


Over the last ‘wo centunes 
both oid and new nauons Neve 
enshrined the principles govern- 
nq their iaws in written consttu- 
ions. But in doing this, nations 
have neglected to realise that 
such instruments of legal princi- 
ple are the subjective instru- 
ments of power, designed to re- 
elect the political and social point 
of view of either one ruler or of a 
ruling group. For this reason, 
political changes in such 
societies were reflected more 
often than not in changing cons- 
titutions, as the power which 
dominated societies shifted from 
one group to another. 


Brother Qadhafi describes this 
in The Green Book in The Solu- 
tion to the Problem of Democ- 
racy — “The Authority of the 
Peopie 

‘The problem of freedom in 
the modern age is that constitu- 
tions have become the law of 
society, and consttutions are 
based on nothing other than the 
views of the instuments of dic- 
tatonial rule prevailing in the 
world, ranging from the 
individual to the party. The 
method by which the instru- 
ments of governing seek to 
dominate the people, is estab- 
lished in the constitution and the 
people are compelled to acceptit 
under the force of laws derived 
from that constitution, which is 
tseif the product of the temper- 
ament and outiook of the 
insttument of governing. 

Brother Qadhafi goes further 

n his analysis to explain how law 
5 not something which has to be 
created, but is something which 
was already present on earth 
when mankind was in its infancy 
This law he calls ‘natural law , the 
aw which preceded man-made 
law and had, and Nas today, 2 
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logic all of its own. in his words: , 





‘The law of the dictatorial 
instuments of governing has 
replaced natural law. Because 
man-made law has replaced 
natural law, standards are lost. 
Man is the same everywhere. His 
physical constitution is the same 
and so his instinct. For this 
reason natural law became a log- 
ical law for man as one and the 
same. Then the constitutions, 
which are man-made laws, 
began to look at man as not one 
and the same. 


The thinker Qadhafi then turns 
to the actual status of a constitu- 
tion and makes the central 
observation of the chapter on 
‘The Law of Society’. He says that 
constitutions are ‘the product of 
the temperament of the instru- 
ments of governing and that 
they exist to serve their interests. 
Qadhafi continues to say that this 
is not natural law and that, ‘this is 
the impending danger to free- 
dom, latent wherever the 
genuine law of human society is 
absent and is replaced by man- 
made laws designed by the 
instrument of governing to rule 
the masses. Properly the 
methods of government should 
be in accordance with the laws of 
society, not vice versa’ 

A pertinent digression at this 
point would be to say that in this 
last sentence, there is an echo of 
an idea developed further in part 
three of The Green Book, The 
Social Basis of the Third Univer- 
sal Theory. In the chapter on 
The Nation’, Qadhafi asks, ‘why 
does the map of the world keep 
changing from one age to 
another? The reason is that the 
political structure may, or may 
not, be consistent with the social 
structure. Thus the relationship 
between law and the society tt is 
supposed to serve is clearly 
established. Herein lies the truly 
onginal idea behind the Third 
Universal Theory’s approach to 
law. 





Natural law 


Since, as Muamrnar Qadhafi 
says, ‘the law of society is not 
subject to drafting and codifica- 
tion’, that is, the natural laws of 
nature which developed into the 
unwritten laws of society, it 
naturally follows that present-day 
laws governing the st:ucture and 
workings of society should be 
inseparable from that orginal 
natural law. This law, the only law 
which prevented early humanity 
from sliding into uncontrolled 
anarchy, is the true law of society 
and written law should take it as 
its source. 


Since the source itself is some- 
thing that cannot be reversed, as 
it is a fact existing in the minds of 
men, rather than a statute which, 
once written down, can be erased 
from the statute books, it is logi- 
cal to consider that this law can- 
not be altered. In Qadhafi's 
words, ‘Freedom is threatened 
unless society has a sacred law 
based on stable rules which are 
not subject to change or substitu- 
tion by any instrument of govern- 
ing. On the contrary, it is incum- 
bent upon the instrument of 
governing to abide by the law of 
society. Nevertheless, peoples 
throughout the world are now 
being ruled by man-made !aws 
that are liable to change and 

abrogation because of the strug- 
gle for power between instru- 
ments of govetning. 

The argument is further 
developed as the question of 
so-called direct action dernoc- 
racy is considered. Such direct 
action, generally through 
referenda or plebiscites, are not 
regarded as beng society's 
approval of some constitutiona! 
practice. They do not transform 
consttutional law into natura! law 
simply because, say, 65 per cent 
of an electorate has voted on an 
issue. They simply legitimise the 

















position of constitutional law, the 
artificial law of man which has 
been supenmmposed on the exist- 
ing natural law. 


The inadequacy of this artifi- 
cial law is at its most evident 
when its provisions for penalties 
for wrongdoers are considered. 
These penalties are the product 
of a rigid, inflexible and overly 
codified system of law. The pen- 
alty seldom fits the crime, the 
penalties, more often than not, 
are counter-productive in that 
the root cause behind a given 
illegal act is rarely tackled by 
conventona!l society s system of 
justce 

But in a society governed by 
natural law, it is very different for, 
as Muammar Qadhafi says. 
‘Traditional law imposes moral, 
not material penalties, that are 
appropriate for man. 

He then goes on to say that 
religion ‘embraces and absorbs. 
tradition, and that ‘material 
penalties in religion are post- 
poned unti! the Day of Judge- 
ment. This is tne reason for the 
importance accorded to religion 
in the Ubyan Jamahiriya today, 
for Ilsiam is viewed as not only a 


religion but also as a systern for 
the smooth and just functioning 


of society, a system of tradition 
wherein natural law is encapsu- 
lated. It is a law which respects 
man, rather than a law which 
regards man as unruly, continu- 
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ally in need of being kept in 
check. Thus, as The Green Book 
says, religion ‘does not acknow- 
ledge temporal penalties, except 
in extreme cases where these are 
necessary to protect society. 


Society: its own supervisor 


Since, in the new Jamahiriya, 
the people are regarded as the 
sole source of authority, the long 
vexed problem of who protects 
the society under the law is 
quickly solved. ‘Society is its 
own supervisor’, and since, in 
Libya, society is governed by the 
natural and traditional law of the 
Qu'ran, this means that justice is 
exercised along Islamic princi- 
pies, principles which antedate 
the later complex and unwieldy 
systems of constitutional! justice, 
with which man has had to con- 
tend. These principles, easily 
understood by all Libyans, are 
the principles which have long 
made up natural law as they have 
understood it. 


Therefore, they have rejected 
and will continue to reject, within 
the context of the September 
Revolution, ail non-religious and 
non-traditional laws, which are 
the creation of one man or group 
with which the rest of socity is 
dominated. In supervising them- 
selves, the members of society 
guarantee the continued exis- 
tence of that original law of socie- 
ty, natural law.

LIBYAN SOCIETY has already 
accepted the principles of the 
Revolution regarding trade.

The whole basis of the 
Third Universal Theory's 
approach to socialism as the 
solution of the economic prob- 
ler, is founded on a deep under- 
standing of the voracious nature 
of capitalism and exploitation. 
The practical steps taken in the 
Jamahirtya to end exploitation, 
have included this experiment 
unique to the world, the estab- 
lishment of people's markets, 
where the merchant, the 
middie-man who charges more 
than the necessary cost price 
pilus essential handling charges, 
cannot explo the weaith of the 
people. People’s markets were 
envisaged as an effective means 
of ensuring that people paid a fair 
price for the goods they needed. 


So surely to put these people's 
markets back into the hands of 
the exploiters, the merchants, is a 
very strange way of furthering the 
aims of the Revolution? The 
impact of this decision may inc- 
lude the growth of feeling that 
somehow markets cannot be run 
without merchants and that their 
entrepreneunal abilities, better 
suited to an exploitative capitalist 
society, are indispensable to the 
smooth running of the supply of 
goods and services. 


This dangerous assumption is 
the outgrowth of an attitude 
which holds that revolutionary 
tenets are one thing, while their 
practical application is quite 
another matter altogether. Is 
there, or rather should there be 
anything inevitable about this 
decision to reinstate the mer- 
chants to a key position of power 
within the economy? What pos- 
sible explanations could be 
proferred for this significant rev- 
ersal of the Revolution’s interna! 
direction ? 

There are two possibile ans- 
wers to this question. The first 
would maintain that in fact trade 
is not, in reality, an exploitative 
phenomenon and that this is 
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attested to by the fact that mer- 
chants have been entrusted with 
the responsibility of guarding 
socialist institutions. This view 
would hold that the revolutionary 
forces have in fact conjured up 
an -_unjustified attack on the 
merchants’ professional honour, 
and that they are innocent of the 
charges that they exploit others. 


The second possible answer is 
a good deai less comfortable and 
rather more convincing. That is, 
that the forces opposed to the 
whole direction of revolutionary 
socialism are trying to circum- 
vent it in those areas where the 
authorit, of the people has not 
yet been fully realised. This view 
maintains that permittirg the 
merchants to work in the peo- 
ple’s markets enables ther to 
destroy the whole working prin- 
ciple behind those markets. ff 
merchants either came near to or 
succeeded in destroying the 
socialist validity of these markets, 
they would come a step closer to 
restoring the lost dreams of the 
Libyan bourgeoisie. A very differ- 
ent answer from the first, less 
cosy, more compelling and a lot 
more fnghtening. 














Differences between 
exploiters ? 


it is necessary to clanfy the 
pasition and the status of the exp- 
loiter and what nature that exploi- 
ter can take. In order to clarify 
this, the following question can 
be posed: did the September 
Revoiution separate the citizens 
liberation from the exploitation of 
foreign powers, from the expioi- 
tation practised by the powerful 
and weaithy in the old Libya? 
Well, of course not — the Revolu- 
tion from the very beginning 
never distinguished between a 
foreign and a Libyan exploiter. As 
the Leader has said, indepen- 
dence does not merely mean 


freedom from foreign occupa- 


ton and exploitation; indepen- 
dence also means the opportun- 
ity for a liberated people to 
become masters of their own fate 
and controllers of their economic 
independence. 

There are countries bordering 
and near Libya which have their 
independence, who have expel- 
led their former colonialist mas- 
ters, but whose people are still in 
reality coionised because they 
are oppressed and enslaved by 
their own bourgeoisie. Because 
that class does not wear a 
uniform or speak in a foreign 
language and follow a foreign 
culture, this enemy of the people 
is less easy to immediately iden- 
ufy and a lot more dangerous 
than any foreign coioniser. Thus 
the Revolution has from the start 
ecognised that the realisation of 
the individual's politica! 
independence, cannot be sepa- 
rated from the realisation of his 
economic independence and 
freedom. 

Thus there is no difference 
between exploiters, it is just that 
those in our midst are more 
dangerous and enduring than 
those we expelled. Before the 


Revolution, the consumer used 
to buy goods at an inflated price, 
complain about this and yet not 
understand the reason for this 
situation. Now, with the Revolu- 
tion and institutions like people's 
markets, the nature of the exp- 
loiters of old is clear to all, yet they 
have had some of their powers 
returned to them. 


The forces of the Revolution 
seem to have failed to under- 
stand this paradox, of exploiters 
having their powers retumed to 
them in a revolutionary society. It 
is hardly possible to imagine that 
merchants tempted by new pow- 
ers will not utilise all the old forms 
of exploitation and deceit, in pur- 
suit of illegally acquired profits. It 
is also hardly likely that the cons- 
ciences of merchants so long 
used to their old ways, will now be 
shaken by what they are doing. 
On the contrary they do not 
appear to be even flickering, 
despite calls on their consci- 


-ences by the people and 


attempts to instill in them 
revolutionary virtue. 


The leader explains 


Muammar Qadhafi has looked 
at this whole issue and has exp- 
lained its significance as follows: 

We can analyse trade and say 
that it is an exploitative 
phenomenon; that itis consump- 
tion without production, that it is 
the practice of buying and sel- 
ling, and putting up the price of 
the goods in order that the mer- 
chant should make a profit ...a 
profit from the pocket of the con- 
sumer ...But the consumer is 
the whole Libyan people, includ- 
ing the rnerchants themselves 

_. thus they should be in favour 
of the abolition of trade ...’ 

Yet it is perfectly clear that the 
merchants’ interest in the 
rebuilding of the society of exp- 
loitation, is far stronger than any 


' evolving responsible conscious- 
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ness amongst them. Brother 
Qadhafi believes that it is now no 
longer possible to convince the 
merchants to alter their ways and 
change their attitudes and that a 
decision is necessary to deal with 
this whole question. The mer- 
chants are, in his view, a non- 
productive class whose removal 
from productive society is essen- 
tial if that society is to evolve into 
a truly equitable community of 
free men and women. 

One way to cut out the mer- 
chants was the decision to allow 
the people's establishments to 
directly import the goods they 
needec so as to remove the 
middle-man position of the mer- 
chants. But the merchants have 
not tamely acquiesced mn this 
decision; indeed they have 
struggied to subvert this policy 
either by hiding the goods or 
smuggling them back abroad 

after delivery, in order to shift the 
blame for supply hold-ups on to 
the socialist system and reinforce 
peoples’ belief in the indispensa- 
bility of the merchant class. 
Brother Qadhafi himself exposed 
this conspiracy of silent atid 
as follows: 


‘Those who do not understand 
and those who act against their 
Own interests, say that this is the 
outcome of building the new 
socialist society ...Look how 
things have disappeared from 
the market .. . this is an incorrect 
understanding ... This is a lie 
and those who repeat it are liars. 
First, because trade has not been 
outlawed and the goods are stil] 
in the private shops. If the goods 
have disappeared from the 
shops, who is responsbile for the 
shops ...It is the shop owners. 
... The claim that the public ins- 
titutions which have been estab- 
lishec in order to import goods, 
did not import sufficient quan- 
tities and thus the shop owners 
have nothing to sell, is not correct 
— and we have examined al! the 
relevant import files.’ 

















Brother Qadhafi went on in 
this recent statement to expose 
the methods used by the mer- 
chant class to effectively create 
crises, saying, This matter of 
goods disappearing is a myth. If 
the goods have disappeared 
within the country, then either 
they have been smuggled out or 
they have been stored in houses 
or (they) have been sold on the 
biack market. The question of 
how those who wish to sabotage 
the Revolution play on the occa- 
sional inadequacies of those 
entrusted with the responsibility 
to buy goods abroad, whose 
inexpenence sometimes leads 
them to take the wrong Csci- 
sions, is an important one and 
the Leader has not neglected it. 
The merchants will point to such 
shortcomings and present them 
as essential charactenstics of 
revaiutionary socalism. 


Spreading despair 


Muammar Quadhafi has 
rejected these claims, explaining: 
for the sake of argument let 
4s accept that some goods 
disappeared while being moved 
frorm the private importers to the 
public importers ...if we tomor- 
row appoint you to work Mm an 
import company, and you are not 
4 merchant, it is possible that the 
new markets do not know you 
delays might occur ...you 
might buy unsuitable goods the 
first time ... you might not know 
the markets or the goods ...in 
other words, mistakes could be 
committed ...and expenence 
will correct these mistakes in the 
future. .. 

‘But the merchants tned to 
spread despair among the peo- 
ple and convince them that it is 
impossible to correct mistakes or 
deviations ... The revolutionary 
forces then did not attnbute the 
quality of exphoitation to trade, 


but the phenomenon of expioita- 
tion is part and parcel of this 
profession, and the dishonest 
activities of the merchants has 
proved this ... 

‘The merchants have created 
the black market by hiding cer- 
tain goods from the market, then 
selling them at a high price 
... the victim is always the con- 


_sumer, who might as a result 


condemn socialism. The mer- 
chants pursue their own personal 
interests and not those of Libya 
as a whole.’ 


Difference in price 


When the merchants noticed 
the big difference in the prices of 
goods soid in neighbouring 
countnes, compared to the sub- 
sidised prices in the Libyan 
Jamahiriya, they started to 
smuggle goods abroad to make 
greater and more dishonest 
profits. This practice ied Brother 
Qadhafi to threaten the with- 
drawal of subsidies when he 
addressed himself to the mer- 
chants saying: ‘If you go on 
smuggling ...we will raise the 
prices of goods here and with- 
draw the subsidy .. . oil is cheap, 
rice is cheap, tea is cheap ... all 
these goods are subsidised by 
the public budget, but they are 
not subsidised in the surround- 
ing countnes ... the Libyan mer- 
chants buy them cheaply, then 
proceed to sell them abroad.’ 


Accepting the merchants have 
in fact sabotaged the supply of 
goods and that they have infil- 
trated socialist establishments 
with the aim of wrecking them, 
the Revolution is faced with the 
dilemma of what to do with them. 
The merchants have been given 
responsibility to guard the peo- 
ple's markets, they have obtained 
for themselves high salaries and 


all sorts of privileges, including, 
ridiculously enough, a danger 
allowance for tearing up receipts 
at market gates. The merchants 
have, and are, exploiting the 
people and causing the wealth of 
our Jamahitiya to be squan- 
dered. Thus it follows that the 
correct solution to the problem 
should be the removal of mer- 
chants from ail the decision- 
making positions in the economy, 
especially in those explicitly 
socialist establishments, like the 
people's markets, which they 
seek to undermine. 

tt is clear that the merchant 
class will not surrender its power 
and position easily and, as 
Brother Qadhafi has said, they 
seem bent on ignoring the ideas 
of the Revolution: they neither 
honour productive labour, nor do 
they condemn exploitative val- 
ues. So, given the existence of 
these problems, some people 
may ask, does removing the 
power of the merchants mean 
keeping them apart from the 
activity of society? This is, of 
course, not the aim of the 
revolutionary forces. If the mer- 
chants could be re-educated to 
perform useful tasks in society, 
they could become participants 
inthe productive process. It is not 
entirely impossible that such 
involvetnent in normal! society 
and the%pxercise of hcnest labour 
might make the merchants 
change their ideas. The mer- 
charits could win a victory over 
their own former attitudes, the 
attitudes which impnsoned them 
as well as exploited the people. If 
this were to happen, they could 
assume an honourable position 
in the new society. 

Muammar Qadhafi has 
specified the avenues open to 
merchants in the productive 
sphere, were they to rebel against 

















their own attitudes and condition. 
These spheres involve the diver- 
sion of the merchants’ ill-gotten 
gains to productive tasks, such 
-@S agnicultura! reclamation which 
could enable new farms for the 
breeding of sheep, cattle and 
domestic animals to be estab- 
lished. Alternatively, the mer- 
chants’ capital could be used to 
establish factones and other 
productive workshops, of value 
to the economy of the Libyan 
Jamahinya. This whole idea of 
Qadhafi's is based on the 
forward-looking assumption that 
through such productive work, 
the former merchants could 
acquire a distinctly new set of 
values and thus they could help 
society to eradicate exploitation 
(with which they will have been so 
farniliar) and class differences. 
But there are dangers in shoul- 
dering merchants with the task of 
strengthening socialism, which 
cannot be ignored. The whole 
issue of merchants’ employment 
in the people's markets is bound 
up in this question. 


Difficulties 


The difficulties are obvious. 
For example, some merchants 
have been alldwed to stay on in 
their old shops after these have 
been expropriated. The goods 


sold are now owned by and sup- 
plied by the socialist establish- 
ments. This policy has generally 
proved to constitute: confidence 
in the merchants, which they do 
not deserve. }he metivation 
behind this policy is ever) more 
suspect: perhaps those responsi- 
ble thought that thre shops would 
anyway be returned to the mer- 
chants, so there was no pozit 
Preventing them from running 
them.

The elements of this situation 
show that there are individuals 
amongst both the merchants 
and the responsible socialist 
administrators, who are effec- 
tively conspiring to undermine 
the Revolution and co-operating 
in the de facto formulation of a 
Practical approach to the 
undermining of revolutionary 
goals. Thus the antagonistic con- 
tradiction between exploiters and 
revolutionanes is such, that only 
a final decision in favour of one or 
the other will resolve the issue. 
Obviously, in the modern 
Jamahinya, this means that all 
the last vestiges of the society of 
exploitation must now be ruth- 


lessly swept away. 
The revolutionary stand 


The Revolution has long dec- 
lared that it will aways adopt fun- 
damental, rather than reformist 
solutions to the problem of how 
to eradicate exploitation. The 
Leader has described this 
revolutionary attitude as follows: 

‘That which is being built on 
Libyan soil is built on fundamen- 
tal foundations — _ historical, 
scientific, revolutionary — not on 
compromise solutions, nor on 
reformist solutions. These fun- 
damental! historical transforma- 
tions are not based on an 
individual . . . or a particular stage 
of development... the edifice we 
are building today is an historic 
one ...we will strengthen its 
ots materially and spiritually in 
a revolutionary way daily, until it 
becomes impossible for any 
power to ever harm socialism or 
the people's authority ..’ 

Herein lies the attitude of the 
revolutionary stand which will 
make it possibile to effectively 
dea! with the remnants of the old 
exploitative society, manifested 











in the current position of the 
merchants in people's markets. 
Solutions based on reconcilia- 
tion between powers with basi- 
cally conflicting interests, are fab- 
ricated solutions which will 
defeat the Revolution’s aims. 
Thus the merchants must be 
removed from their current seat 
of power, given productive work 
and be forced to make a serious 
contribution to the buikding of 
Libya's new society. The exploit- 
ers must cleanse themselves of 
their old sins against the people 
through productive work. 

When merchants and the 
agents of exploiting capital 
mouth socialist slogans, yet 
struggle at the same time to pre- 
vent the content of these slogans 
from ever being put into practice, 
we should take due recognition 
of such insincenty. kt is impera- 
tive that we should not just iden- 
tify the supporters of the Revolu- 
tion on the basis of the banners 
they raise and slogans they 
shout, but that we should employ 
objective means to separate 
fnend from foe. 


The course of action 


in response to this whole ques- 
tio:: of the position of the mer- 
chants nm the Jamahirtya today, 
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and in response to the wide- 
spread public concem that 
revolutionary goals are being 


sabotaged by merchants emp- 


loyed in the people's markets, the 
Leader of the Revolution has 
taken a strong course of action. 
He has recently announced the 
formation of a committee com- 
posed of the Heads of the 
Accounts Department, Adminis- 
trative Control and Military intel- 
ligence, which will receive reports 
from revolutionary committees 
in all parts of the Jamahinya 
which will itemise known is- 
tances of exploitation. No ins- 
tance of such exploitation, 
whether capitalist, materialist or 
spiritual, whether in the market 
place orin the forums of people's 
power, will be ignored. 

A massive intelligence gather- 
ing exercise on exploitation 
throughout Libya will be 
launched. The revolutionary 
committees will collect these 
reports and present them to the 
new committee, which will then 
consider how best to eradicate, 
once and for all, the exploitation 
and patronage which continues 
to afflict the country and place 
obstacies in the path of the 
revolutionary forces’ essential 
mission.

[Text} Tunis, 4 Sep (AFP)--A Tunis court today sentenced 89 leaders and other 
militants of the fundamentalist Pro-Islamic Movement (MTI) to prison terms ranging 
from 6 months to 1l years.

The charges against the accused in a week-long trial included belonging to a 
legally unrecognized organization, impugning the dignity of the head of state and 
circulating leaflets containing false information. 

The defendants said that MTI was originally an association of an exclusively 
religious nature working for the propagation of Islam and the good of society, 
though they conceded that this had been dissolved and a political body set up last 


December because "a growing number of Tunisians was turning to us." 


In June they had applied formally for recognition as a political movement as 
required by law, the defendants added.

[Text] Either with Egypt or with al-Sadat. This is the stand to be defined 
quickly by Arab governments--in a written official form to be announced publicly-- 
and by every Arab citizen--whether living on Arab soil or outside it. 


The majority of the Arab governments have remained silent on al-Sadat, who has 
abused the rights of the Egyptian people, has converted Egypt into a permanent 
base for U.S. military operations in Africa, the Red Sea, the Mediterranean, the 
Arabian Gulf and the Indian Ocean and has created an "Arab" counterpart to Israel 
in the Arab homeland. These governments must make their choice. It is not in 
Egypt's interest that we continue to postpone adopting a stand on al-Sadat. The 
decision has not been made for all these years, since his meeting with Israeli 
Prime Minister Begin in 1977. Arab governmental silence can mean nothing except 
full agreement with al-Sadat's suppressive measures against Egypt's sons. 


The Arab citizen who sees in Egypt an Arab reality that can neither be changed 

nor distorted by al-Sadat is invited to adopt a nationalist stand on the side of 

the Egyptian Arab people. This stand will increase the depth and genuineness 

of national ties. Every Arab political, cultural, vocational and trade unionist 
Organization must carry out its real task and make the issue of all Egyptian 
journalists, learned and religious men and politicians who were detained by al-Sadat 
to be the issue of every Arab citizen whether he lives in the Arab homeland or 
outside it. 


The current situation, in which al-Sadat launched his attack against all those who 
disagree with his political and ideological stands, requires more than just sending 
cables denouncing and condemning al-Sadat's measures of obliterating freedom in 
Egypt. It should also provide the Arab liberation movement, with all its branches, 
a freedom of movement that was not available a week ago. Popular leaderships 

must deal with this situation scientifically and begin a carefully planned battle, 
in defense of Egypt and Arabism and against al-Sadat, his regime and those who 
support him. 


The political framework and bodies of the Arab liberation movement will be able to 
fulfill one of their historic and national tasks by calling for a nationwide meeting 
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to be attended by representatives of all Arab personnel, institutions and organiza- 
tions that defend Egypt's Arabism and its historic and national role in Arab 
politics. This gathering will form a great tent under whose ceiling a dialogue 

can take place, and the basic problems facing Arab citizens--foremost of which is 
securing the freedom of speech, action and thought for all Arab citizens--can be 
defined. Such a gathering must defend the hundreds of Egypt's sons who have been 
detained. It must move forward to defend every Arab citizen subjected to oppression, 
humiliation and loss of freedom. 


We do not think that anyone in the Arab liberation movement wants to remain outside 
this great Arab tent. We do not even think that any Arab party calling for 

freedom and democracy finds it in the interest of the nation to stay away from this 
proposed national gathering. Where this meeting should be held is a question that, 
we think, will not occupy the minds of the majority as long as the essence of the 
meeting is to defend the sons of Egypt and to defend freedom and democracy through- 
out the Arab homeland. 


Time is offering the Arab governments a golden opportunity-—which can never be 
regained--to relieve their consciences of the guilt of remaining silent about 
al-Sadat's crimes against the Egyptian people, history and Arabism. If they really 
want to be truthful in what they declare, they can support it with action. This 
same situation is placing before the Arab liberation movement--and events have 
verified the validity of its point of view that neglecting national rights results 
in wasting the political rights of the Arab citizens in Egypt--the task of regaining 
its power and uniting its resources in a comprehensive national program that stems 
out of Egypt to achieve freedom for the sons of Egypt and the sons of Arabism.

[the point through which Israeli forces crossed from Sinai to west of the Suez 
Canal during October 1973 war] which Israel is trying to penetrate to defer its 
second withdrawal from Sinai in April 1982.

In the argument he will put forward to the Americans, Begin will rely in his 
justification for deferring the withdrawal on psychological and political plans 
which the enemy began to draw up after the signing of the Camp David accords. 
Prior to the recent events in Egypt, the JERUSALEM POST said that the Egyptian 
regime is unstable and cannot be relied on. All this is part of the plan to post- 
pone the withdrawal from Sinai. The measures announced by al-Sadat the day before 
yesterday were "an opportunity of a lifetime" for the enemy to refuse to withdraw 
from Sinai, after having rejected [Palestinian] autonomy and refused to halt the 
establishment of settlements. Thus nothing is left for al-Sadat from Camp David 
except his recognition of Israel, the loss of the gains achieved in the October 
war, dividing the Arabs, and striking at the Egyptian people and national unity 

in Egypt--all this in return for "the handful of sand" that he regained in Sinai. 
Thus he would have achieved less than a separate agreement with the enemy. 


Al-Sadat is deluding himself and wants to make others, including his American and 
[sraeli friends, believe that the purpose of the arrest campaign is to consolidate 
and strengthen the regime by ending sectarian sedition. However, those who follow 
events in Egypt know full well that those arrested or kept under house arrest are 
those who oppose the Camp David accords and al-Sadat's anti-Arab policies and are 
not connected with the sectarian sedition that exists only in al-Sadat's schemes.

Among the 
arrested, the sources said, was the commander of the eighth brigade of paratroopers, 
"Abd al-Malek al-Sayyani, on charges of complicity. A half-brother of the president, 
the sources further reported, 'Ali Mohsen al-Hammar, had been put in charge of the 
first armored brigade, with the assignment of mobilizing tribes and organizing the 
regular forces against the supporters of the National Democratic Front in the 
center of the country. The sources also reported that the head of the president's 
office had been dismissed without any reason being given and that security had been 
aaa at the presidency.
